FATAL ACCIDENT 


John Ottatiano, aged 31 years, a 
laborer, of 407 Langley road, Newton 
Centre, in teh employ of John Fontec- 
chio, a Newton Centre contractor, was 
killed Saturday morning, at the 
Massachusetts Sand and Gravel Com- 
pany’s pits on Needham street, Newton 
Upper Falls, when eight tons of frozen 
sand fell on him while he was working 
in a sand hopper. 

The accident occurred shortly before 
8. Ottatiano, w’ho was a helper on one 
of Fontecchio’s trucks, was about to 
load his truck with sand. The driver 
had hacked in under the chute which 
led from the hopper. Ottatiano opened 
the chute but found it practically 
empty, as the sand above, in the hop- 
per, had frozen into a solid mass. He 
left the truck, went up to the second 
floor and climbed into the hopper to 
loosen up the sand. The man had been 
working there only a few minutes 
when the driver of the truck down be- 
low heard a roar and saw Ottatiano's 
legs sticking down out of the chute 
opening. A few grains of sand trickled 
through and eight tons had crashed 
down on top of the man trapped in 
the chute. 

The laborers in the vicinity sqw the 
accident and Police Headquarters and 
the Fire Department were notified. Ap- 
paratus from the Newton Upper Falls 
Station and the Newton Highlands Sta- 
tion responded. When the firemen and 
police arrived they found the laborers 
aided by about a hundred men from 
factories near there, attracted to the 
scene by the commotion, frantically 
digging from the top of the hopper in 
an endeavor to uncover the man at the 
bottom of the chute. Ottatiano’s legs 
were sticking out through the opening 
all this time, hut the passage was too 
small to admit his body. 

With axes and picks the firemen 
chopped the chute to pieces, but it was 
2i/j hours from the time the man fell 
in before his body was removed. He 
had been dead some time when they 
finally liberated the body. 

Ottatiano was single and had made 
his home with his brother at Thomp- 
sonville.

MODERN EDUCATION 

Discussed at Read Fund Lecture by Mr. Eugene 
R. Smith 


Under the auspices of the Read 
Fund. Mr. Eugene R. Smith, Head- 
master of the Beaver Country Day 
School and President of the National 
Progressive Education Association, 
spoke on Monday night, in Hunnewell 
Hall, Newton, on "Modern Education. ’’ 
He said in part: 

“There has been a tremendous pro- 
gress in the last decade along material 
lines, and it is absolutely necessary that 
education should keep pace with this 
progress. The mere knowing of the 
necessary things today Is an exceed- 
ingly difficult task. Labor conditions 
have made education in hand work 
difficult for the child, and the 
increased pressure of business has 
made it more and more difficult for 
parents to live with their children and 
so teach them by example the finer 
things of life. Thus increased burdens 
have been put upon the schools. 

Of late there has been a movement 
to bring industrial conditions to the 
attention of the schools through lec- 
tures. moving pictures, etc. 

There is also today an increasing at- 
tempt to know the material with which 
the schools have to deal. This is being 
done through group tests (written) 
and through individual tests. These 
tests are based upon certain standards 
in each subject, and are independent 
of the individual teacher's judgment. 

There are also tests for initiative 
originality, imagination, etc. 

But the most constructive change 
along educational lines is the recogni- 
tion and use of the natural curiosity 
and interests of the child in what is 
known as “project work." In Geo- 
graphy for example, this means in- 
stead of the reciting of the answers 
to questions found in a geography, the 
taking of an imaginary trip to some 
country the details of which are plan- 
ned by the children themselves, each 
child working with some definite ob- 
ject in view. The speaker told of one 
boy in the grades who had become tre- 
mendously interested in rubber through 
an imaginary trip to South America, 
and had gotten together an exhibit of 
rubber in its different stages which 
was of real value to the school. 


In a History class using this method 
the pupils got up a magazine supposed- 
ly published in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth in which the pupils wrote 
from the standpoint of different char- 
j acters of that day. 

The underlying principle is that the 
i study of Geography. History. Arith- 
metic etc., shall become real and 
vital to the child, and that the im- 
pulse to learn shall come from the in- 
side, not he imposed from the outside. 

Competition, especially competition 
involving team work, has proved very 
effective in this connection. Some 
classes have had baseball contests 
based upon Latin vocabulary. 

There have also of recent years been 
very marked changes in the methods of 
teaching Spelling. Reading. Arithmetic 
and Writing. In Reading no longer is 
the alphabet taught first, hut the look 
ot the word as a whole. In Arithmetic 
substraction is being done away with. 
In spelling, in place of long lists of 
words to be learned, the child picks 
out the difficult ones and these are an- 
alyzed to discover the point of dif- 
ficulty. In writing there is a strong 
tendency in favor of printing instead 
of ordinary writing. 

Nor. in all this, is character build- 
ing. the highest object of the school, 
neglected. To an increasing extent 
children are being given opportunities 
of forming judgments, and of co-operat- 
ing with their teachers, so that the 
schools are becoming real democracies, 
and a real respect for law is being in- 
culcated. 

In conclusion the speaker said that 
there were two principles underlying 
the modern system of education, first 
that each student should do his best, 
and. secondly, that each student should 
pay respect to the rights of others. 

A lively discussion followed the lec- 
j ture. In answer to the question where 
j (he best teaching along modern lines 
was being done, the speaker said in 
' the kindergarten. In regard to teach- 
ing through the "movies,” the speaker 
i said that no passive knowledge could 
j take the place of active knowledge.

On that day a great city

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Carrie Giles Carter, wife of James 
Richard Carter of West Newton, who 
tiled last Friday, was a daughter of 
Rev. Chaunccy Giles, a prominent 
preacher and writer of the New Jeru- 
salem Church. She wan born In 
Pomeroy, O., In 1853, when her fnther 
was closing a successful career as 
school teacher to become minister of 
a church In Cincinnati. Removing ten 
years later with the family to New 
York, she was there married In 1873 
to James Richard Carter, prominent 
in flte paper business In Boston. Mrs. 
Carter possessed in a marked degree 
the strong religious convictions and 
courage of her father, and expressed 
her devotion to his memory in the 
preparation and publication of two 
books, "The Chnuncey Giles Year 
Book," a volume of brief quotations 
from his writings, and "The Life of 
Chauncey Giles," designed especially 
to show the powerful and beneficent 
influence of the New Church in her 
father’s life. 

Mrs. Carter had been a worker in 
local charities and a teacher in her 
home church, and had held the posi- 
tion of president of the National A1 
liance of New Church Women. Her 
home and her family were her first 
care. She took great pleasure in her 
mountain home and garden at Jeffer- 
son Highlands, N. H. In the war 
time her zeal for the cause of her 
country led her to work almost be- 
yond her strength, and since tin? war 
the condition of the disabled soldiers 
had appealed strongly to her sympath 
les and her practical kindness.

PUBLIC SCHOOL KEYRING 


It Is interesting and illuminating to 
note the rate of increase in the publi 
cation of newspapers and periodicals 
in the United States during the last 
forty or fifty years, as shown by 
figures supplied by the Bureau of the 
Census. For instance, for the year 
1S70. there were published on the 
average five newspapers and periodi- 
cals for every man. woman, and child 
in the country; in 1910, this figure 
had leaped to something over a thou- 
sand. Phenomenal almost to the point 
of unbelief but such are the astound 
ing facts 

Much may he read into such statis- 
tics. If rending maketh a full and a 
wise man. then surely our nation may 
frown upon the supposedly low State 
of literacy revealed by the results of 
the intelligence tests used by the war 
department during the recent world 
struggle. A nation that reads cannot 
he a nation of illiterates and our 
people certainly read. Further it is 
comforting to national pride to find 
that over one third of all the periodi 
cals of all kinds in the world were 
published in the United States in 1910. 

“The establishment of the penny 
press; the development of railroads a: 
a means for the distribution of news- 
papers. the transmission of news re- 
ports. and the reduction of heavy post 
age rates; the discovery of telegraphy 
and its immediate application to the 
purposes of journalism; and the im 
provements of the printing press, 
which have rendered it possible to 
print large editions of newspapers in 
a short time" are causes enumerated 
by the author of the special census re- 
port for this great increase. 

There is every reason to suppose 
another feature which has made this 
increase possible. It is that the public 
schools of our nation have evolved me- 
thods of teaching reading which make 
it possible for our citizens to read. 
This is a statement of truth, for in 
Horace Mann's report of 1S3S, arf Sec- 
retary of the Board of Education of 
Massachusetts, from statements of 
school committee men gathered 
throughout the Commonwealth “elev- 
en-twelfths of all school children did 
not understand the meaning of the 
words they read." Graduates of schools 
of those days were not fluent, intelli- 
gent readers. A newspaper or an al- 
manac once a year meant keeping up 
with the times. Today the average ur- 
ban population demand several edi- 
tions daily and in known instances 
financial publications appear hourly. 
Rural peoples do not now fall far be- 
hind with their two editions daily. 
People have learned to read. 

By the end of the third grade the 
pupil of 1923, has all of the rudiments 
of reading that the average child of 
1840 gained in his total schooling. 

Several of the above thoughts were 
presented in slightly different form by 
Charles L. Judd of the University of 
Chicago, in the December issue of the 
Elementary School Journal. Certainly 
these thoughts will bring cheer to our 
Newton citizens who have held such 
increasing faith in the public school 
thes.e many . years.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Edited by Miss Grace M. Burt 


Some of the philanthropic organiza- 
tions within our city go about their 
work so quietly and unobtrusively, and 
thereby the more effectually, that the 
general public has very little Idea 
what they are doing and little real- 
ization of how great is their need for 
larger funds. Among them may be 
particularly mentioned the Welfare 
Bureau and the West Newton Music 
School. An analysis of the donations 
to the former for the year just closed 
reveals that contributions come from 
but 373 individuals, from 0 churches, 
and from 7 clubs, from the Newton 
Federation, the Ladies’ Home Circle, 
the Overseer of the Poor, the Peirce 
school, and the American Red Cross. 
The work being accomplished by the 
Welfare Bureau through its efficient 
secretary. Mrs. Carrie A. Hull, is much 
more than remedial, In fact she would 
not consider her position, if she could 
not do constructive work. The women 
of the clubs are, perhaps, more conver- 
sant with wlmt she Is doing than the 
men, and so it is the hope this year 
that the Bureau's work may become 
better known not merely from reading 
her report, but also from hearing from 
her of.matters which it is impossible to 
put into print. Ten minutes from her 
on the work of the Welfare Bureau 
would he addition to any program and 
an opportunity which she would gladly 
embrace. The West Newton Music 
School, too, is doing a unique work, 
giving a thorough musical education 
fo promising students who would 
otherwise be unable to afford instruc- 
tion. Dr. Archibald T. Davison, of 
Harvard in a private converation the 
other day said. ‘‘Yon Newton people 
ought to support it.” He was unqual- 
ifiedly enthusiastic over what is done 
by the school. Surely his approval and 
that of Mr. Thomas Surette should 
give our citizens confidence in what 
is being done and a generous support 
should he assured.

Rev. Frederick C. Rob- 
1 inson of the Methodist Church was 
I unable to be present. 

Mr. Edgar B. Sampson, one of the 
oldest members of the church, gave 
an historical address at the con- 
i elusion of which he presented Rev. 

Mr. Ludlow, Mr. Rayner and Mr. An- 
[ ness with the cancelled mortgage of 


the church, which he paid as a trib- 
ute to his father and mother. This 
came as a great surprise to those pres- 
ent and was greatly appreciated. 

Music was furnished during the 
evening by Mr. Switzer, organist of 
the church. Miss Dorothy Johnson, 
and Mr. Frank O. Hunter accompan 
ied by Miss Eunice Huntsman. 

Refreshments and a social hour 
concluded the evening. A brief his- 
tory of the church follows: 

The first meeting of persons inter- 
ested in the Protestant Episcopal 
form of worship in Newton Highlands 
was held at the residence of Mr. 
James Simpson on January 2G. 1883, 
at which Mr. George D. Eld ridge was 
chairman and Mr. John P. Tenney, 
clerk. Mr. James Simpson was sub- 
sequently chosen president, Mr. Alex- 
ander Tyler, vice-president: Mr. John 
P. Tenney, clerk, and Mr. Charles F. 
Johnson, treasurer. 

,The first religious meeting was held 
in the block at the junction of Wal- 
nut and Lincoln street, on February 
4. 1883, at which 118 persons were 
present. Immediate steps were taken 
towards building a chapel, and the 
opening service was held July 19. 
1883. 

The Parish of St. Paul was incor- 
porated April 14. 1884, with the fol- 
lowing charter members: J. R. Deane, 
Charles C. Barton. John P. Tenney, 
James Simpson, Edward J. Payne, Al- 
exander Tyler. Charles F. Johnson, 
George W. Knight, A. 0. Swett. J. W. 
Hill. John F. Heckman. T. P. Wiggin, 
J. Edwards Harlow, A. E. Hodgson, 
F. A. Skelton, F. L. Skinner, Charles 
R. White, E. J. Williams. John Brun- 
dett, Eben Thompson. Edwin H. Cor- 
ey, James IT. Hatch and George D. 
Eblridge. 

The rectory was purchased in 1888, 
and in 1902 it was moved to its pres- 
ent location on Columbus street and 
chapel enlarged and a parish house 
erected. 

For the first four years, the church 
was served by four ministers, Rev. 
George W. Shinn, rector of Grace 
Church at Newton, being tne first, 
and was followed by Mr. Langdon L. 
Ward. Mr. Henry W. Winkley and 
Rev. Dean R. Rabbitt. 

Rev. Carlton P. Mills, the first rec- 
tor. was installed November 26. 1SS6, 
anti served for about three years. He 
was succeeded by Rev. William Hall 
Williams, whose service extended to 
six and a half years. Rev. Clifford G 
Twombley serving for ten years. Rev. 
Charles E. Jackson for a few months, 
Rev. Albert N. Slayton for six years. 
Rev. Louis A. Parsons for six years, 
and the present rector. Rev. Theodore 
R. Ludlow, has served since Sept. 1, 
1920.

A fire which originated in the celler 
from some unknown cause, swept 
through the William J. Kennedy home 
at 321 Commonwealth avenue, in the 
Chestnut Hill section of Newton 
Centre, early Monday morning, result 
ing in damuges amounting to about 
$15,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kennedy were assisted 
from the burning house by firemen 
and Jessie Jackson, a maid in the 
employ of the Kennedy’s who was 
trapped on the second floor when the 
flames swept, up the staircase, was 
carried down a ladder to safety by 
patrolman Edward Chadwick anil 
hoseman Bernard Neville of Combina- 
tion 9. 

At 3.15 o’clock patrolman Chadwick 
was passing the bouse and saw flames 
through a second-story window. He 
pulled an alarm from box 84, which is 
in front of the house, and ran to 
awaken the occupants. The celler was 
a seething mass of flames and the fire 
had broken through into the first floor 
and was climbing the stairs. Chad- 
wick awoke Mr. and Mrs. Kennedy 
and they managed to descend the 
stairs unaided. The maid, however, 
reached the stairway just a minute 
too late, as the flames made her escape 
impossible by that means. She scream- 
ed for help and patrolman Chadwick, 
together with hoseman Neville, ran 
a ladder up the side of the house and 
carried the woman out. 

The house, which was only recently 
completed, is one of the finest places 
of the section. Situated on the corner 
of Hammond street, and Common- 
wealth avenue, the house attracts con- 
siderable attention because of the odd 
style of architecture. Surrounded by 
brick dwellings the Kennedy home is 
of the low. Spanish mission type, the 
only one of its kind on the boulevard. 
The place is valued at $90,000. 

The fire was at first believed to have 
started from an overheated furnace 
hut the house was found to be heated 
by oil and the oil heater kept on 
going all through the fire. The greater 
part of the damage was caused by 
flames and smoke. 

IN NEW QUARTERS 

J. L. Fairbanks and Company, of 
Boston, one of the oldest manufactur- 
ing stationery firms in the country, 
having been founded in 1798, have 
moved from 15 Franklin street to the 
corner of Franklin and Federal 
streets, No. G3 Federal street. Mr. 
Abner K. Pratt of Gibbs street, New- 
ton Centre is the head of the company. 

In 179S the firm’s name was Ben- 
jamin and Josiah Loring. and in 1810 
new quarters were opened at 1 South 
Row, or Marlborough street, at that 
time, what is now 288 Washington 
street. The firm moved to Franklin 
street in 1902. Mr. Fairbanks, who 
worked his way up from a boy, became 
a partner in 1841. He died in 1875. 
Mr. Pratt became a partner in ISSS. 


WEST NEWTON MUSIC SCHOOL READ FUND LECTURE 


The kindly notice given to the West 
Newton Music School's work by Miss 
Grace M. Hurt in her Women Club 
article of last week's issue is all the 
more appreciated because unsolicited 
in any way. Her appeal on behair of 
the School lor consideration from the 
citizens of Newton for larger support 
comes at a critical time Tor us. It is 
difficult for us to make such an ap- 
peal ourselves without seeming In- 
gratitude for the generous support giv- 
en us by loyal friends, and Miss 
Burt’s statement opens the way for 
us to bring, through the courtesy of 
your columns, some facts and figures 
before the public that concern that 
part of it which desires to keep the 
Music School and make it a perma- 
nent institution. 

This year’s budget calls for $5300 
as did last year’s, hut as there was a 
deficit of some hundreds in 1921-22, 
important work had to he foregone In 
order not to put the School in debt. 
At a time when it seemed almost im- 
possible to hope to keep the School, it 
was fortunate enough to gain the at- 
tention of two widely known and es- 
teemed gentlemen, Dr. Archibald T. 
Davison and Mr. Thomas W. Surette. 
musicians and educators of highest 
standing. Their investigations re- 
sulted in a grant of money and other 
kinds of help from a Fund controlled 
by them for the purposes of further- 
ing high standards in Music Educa- 
tion. In the words or the grant "this 
is made for the purpose of enabling 
these schools (the West Newton 
Music School and the South End 
School of Boston ) to become models 
of what such schools snouhl be. there- 
by interesting and influencing other 
schools throughout the country." 

The Fund is given for certain spe- 
cific objects which the School could 
not otherwise afford, the one stipula- 
tion being that the School should raise, 
through its supporting public, the 
minimum budget of $5300. To quote 
from Mr. Surette in bis talk before 
the Open Meeting of Dec. 3rd given 
m the Channing Church to acquaint 
the Newton Public with the circum- 
stances: 

"This West Newton Music School 
is a great asset to the City of Newton. 
Dr. Davison and 1 are very much in- 
terested in this School. In watching 
the progress made by other Schools, 
we are convinced that this School is 
the best School and the one that 

hould get our attention It 

is on you the responsibility falls, and 
if you will do your share, this School 
will go forward. I ask of you. one 
.«nd all. to help us to carry on what 
is so well begun and established. If 
you do so the grant will be perma- 
nent. But, unless the citizens of

^ Under the auspices of the Read 
Fund, Rev. Samuel M. Crothers of 
Cambridge, gave n lecture Monday 
night at the Hunnewell Club, Newton, 
on "Satan Among the Biographers." 
Satan In this capacity Is first men- 
tioned In the book of Job. The lectur- 
er compared Satan to a person on the 
opposition bench ready to ask ques- 
tions. 

Formerly biographers treated a sub- 
ject in much the same way an artist 
paints a portrait, from what he sees 
on the outside. Modern biographers 
use psycho-analysis and try to see into 
the mind of the person reviewed. 

Dr. Crothers’ illustrations were 
numerous and witty. They were tak- 
en from John Morley's "Life of Glad- 
stone," Frederick Chamberlin’s "Life 
of Elizabeth," and Strachey’s "Life of 
Queen Victoria." 

Gladstone was a great man. and Mr. 
Morley was in a position to know 
many things of him which others did 
not, but he did not look at Gladstone’s 
mind. 

Strachey, on the other hand, in- 
dulges in minute analysis. He makes 
ns see Queen Victoria "as she would 
have seen herself if she had been as 
smart as we.” When we finish his 
portrayal, we feel it was no mistake 
that she lived in the Victorian era. 
This is a triumph for the biographer. 

Of Chamberlain's "Queen Elizabeth" 
be said that there were forty pages 
devoted to discussions of her diseases 
and the diagnosis of her doctors. While 
the 20th century doctors have little 
praise for what the 16th century doc- 
tors did. they ought, at least, to ac- 1 
knowledge that with all her diseases, 
they kept her alive tt enjoy a good 
old age. 

The speaker quoted Cato’s saying. 
“It is hard to live in one period and i 
be judged by another period.” A great | 
man is one who rises above the level I 
of his own time. To psychoanalyse j 
one who is dead must he a fascinating ' 
occupation, according to the lecturer. J 
for there is no one of the family or 
period left to contradict the biography. 1

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Favorable action by the aldermen 
on the recommendation of Mayor 
Childs that the cost of dust laying 
should be in the general tax levy in- 
stead of a special assessment on the 
property directly benefttted by the 
dust laying, means the shifting of the 
cost of this work from one class of 
tax payers to another. 

Just how it would work out is an 
involved question depending upon the 
amount of real estate owned by the 
tax payer. In brief it means an ad- 
dition of some $45,000 to the general 
tax levy or about 45 cents on the pres- 
tax rate. On a piece of real estate 
with 100 feet frontage and valued at 
$10,000, this would mean a relief of 
$4.00 direct street sprinking assess- 
ment and an addition of $4.50 on the 
general tax bill. At the present time 
there are about 30 miles of street not 
sprinkled, and on the tax payers liv- 
ing on those streets, the change 
means a direct increase in taxes with- 
out any relief from special assess- 
ments. It is inevitable that these tax 
payers will immediately and with 
justice demand that their streets be 
oiled with the rest of the city. It will 
also mean an increased tax on every 
merchant and shop keeper and auto- 
mobile owner in the city, as the in- 
creased tax rate will affect personal 
property as well as real estate. All 
in all it is a subject In which our tax 
payers may well take an interest.

While the proposition of Mr. Hart- 
mann to develop the Oak Hill section 
of the city appears to have consider- 
able merit, its acceptance will radi- 
cally change the settled policy of the 
city in the matter of laying out new 
streets. For many years the city has 
required land owners to pay the full 
cost of placing the streets in proper 
condition for acceptance as public 
ways and under this wise poliev, we 
have had splendid developments like 
that of Farlow Hill and West Newton 
hill. To accept a proposition whereby 
the city would pay 75^7 of the cost of 
the work, would not only be unfair to 
land developers of the past but would 
open the way to many propositions of 
far less merit than that of Mr. Hart- 
mann. Incidentally, the building of 
a piece of concrete road connecting 
with gravel built roads at each end 
would inevitably require in the near 
future an enormous expense for con- 
tinuing the concrete roadbed. 

The proposed widening of Com- 
monwealth avenue at Prince street 
has been carefully studied by past 
city governments who have been un- 
able to see that this possible improve- 
ment was worth the price. We do 
not believe that the proposed widening 
would for one moment relieve the dan- 
ger said to exist at this point and we 
feel very sure that if the avenue was 
widened at this point it would be a 
further invitation for increased speed 
with consequently increased danger. 
— o — 

Little progress will be made in 
curbing bootleggers and drunken 
operators of automobiles so long as 
our courts impose suspended sentences 
on those found guilty. A few days in- 
carceration in jail is the only effective 
way to make this class of offenders 
obey the law.

ORIGIN OF "BULL AND BEAR" r EAL P0E TS ARE PROPHETS 


These Common Terms Qo Back to the 
Early History of the British 
Stock Exchange. 

So well established have the terms 
“bull" and "benr" become that they 
are defined even In the least collo- 
quial of dictionaries as "one who spec- 
ulates or wagers upon a rise In stocks" 
and "one who speculates or wagers on 
a fall." The commonly accepted ex- 
planation of the use of the terms for- 
merly was that the hear claws or pulls 
the stock down, while the hull tosses 
It up, at It were, on his horns. But 
this Is really nothing more than a 
guess, and the real origin of the 
phrase “hull and hear" Is burled 
somewhere In the early history ol’ the 
British stock exchange. 

Here, says the Detroit News, It ap- 
pears that the earliest use of the Idea 
was In the proverb about "selling the 
benrskln before one lms caught the 
benr." which was applied to all trans- 
actions on the exchange or elsewhere 
where there was no immediate trans- 
fer of goods, but only a payment to 
be made at some future time accord- 
ing ns the goods had advanced or re- 
coiled In price. 

In "The Anatomy of ’Change Al- 
ley," published in 1710, occurs the 
sentem'e : "Those who buy Exchange 
Alley Imrgnlii8 are styled buyers of 
bearskins," nftd In 1744 the terms ap- 
pear to have come into common usage, 
for the London Magazine of that year 
refers to "hulls and l>ears," while 
George Coleman, in his "Man of Busi- 
ness," uses them in precisely the same 
sense In which they are employed at 
the present time. 


HOW MANY STITCHES IN SUIT? 


Some Patient Person Over in England 
Has Estimated That They Num- 
ber About 45,000. 

There nre approximately 45,000 
stitches In the average man’s suit of 
clothes, according to nn announce- 
ment recently made in an English pa- 
per by some amazingly patient and 
observing person, presumably a tailor. 
This result is reached by the follow- 
ing calculation : 

To i be average-size pair of trousers, 
8,000 stitches are allotted. Of this 
number about 5,800 are mnehine 
made, the rest being made by band, 
chiefly in the form of finishing work 
to the waist, pockets and turn-ups, or 
"cuffs." 

In the vest or waistcoat there are, 
he declares, roughly, 5,500 stitches. 
The percentage of handwork Is higher 
In this garment than in the trousers, 
the lining usually being put in entire- 
ly by hand-made stitches, as well as 
the finishing work. The figures are 
3,400 machine, and 2,100 hand 
stitches. 

Bur it Is In the coat that the big 
totals come. In that garment, lie says, 
there nre, on nn average, 30,000 
stitches. The pockets and the large 
number of seams account for much 
machine work, while the lining and 
reflnishing entail many hand-made 
stitches. Of the latter there are more 
than 8,000 in the average coat. There 
are also to be taken into considera- 
tion the tacking and fitting stitches, 
which, as above announced, brings the 
total up to something like a round 
45,000.

They Participate In the Eternal, the 
Infinite and the One, 

Says Shelley. 

Every original language near to its 
source Is In Itself the chaos of n cyclic 
poem ; the copiousness of lexicography 
nml the distinctions of grammar are 
the works of a later age, and are 
merely the catalogue and the form of 
the creations of poetry. 

But poets, or those who imagine and 
express this Indestructible order, are 
not only the authors of language and 
of music, of the dance, and architec- 
ture, and statuary, and painting; 
they are the Institutors of laws, and 
the founders of civil society, and the 
Inventors of the arts of life, nnd the 
teachers, who draw Into a certain pro- 
pinquity with thy beautiful and the 
true, that partial apprehension of the 
ngencles of the invisible world which 
Is called religion. . . . Not that I as- 
sert poets to be prophets in the gross 
sense of the world, or flint they can 
foretell the form ns surely ns they 
foreknow the spirit of events; such 
Is the pretense of superstition, which 
would make poetry an attribute of 
prophecy rather than prophecy nn at- 
tribute of poetry. A poet participates 
in the eternal, the infinite, nnd the 
one; ns far as relates to his concep- 
tions, time nnd place and number are 
not. The grammatical forms which 
express the moods of time, and the 
difference of persons, nnd the distinc- 
tion of plnce, nre convertible with re- 
spect to the highest poetry without 
Injuring It as poetry; and the choruses 
of Aeschylus, and the Book of Job, nnd 
Dante’s Paradise, would afford, more 
than any other writings, examples of 
this fact. — Shelley. 


HOW PYGMIES GET BANANAS 

Mark Green Bunch With Arrows, 
Take it When Ripe and Leave 
Meat in Payment. 

The pygmies in Central Africa take 
up their abode near the village of a 
big chief where banana plantations 
abound, from which they may glean 
when they please. They have two 
methods of doing this. One Is as fol- 
lows : 

A pigmy will mark out a bunch of 
bananas in a plantation by ahoofffig^in 
arrow Into the stalk. The arrow sig- 
nifies tlmt the pygmy desires that par- 
ticular bunch when it Is sufficiently 
ripe. The owner of the plantation 
stands in such fear of the pygmy’s 
vengeance that he never dreams of re- 
moving the fruit or the arrow, but 
lenves both to be claimed by the awe- 
inspiring dwarf. 

By the other method, the pygmy 
buys the bananas, he fixing the price 
and paying for it in that which his 
tint makes currency. On returning 
home from a day’s hunting, with sev- 
eral pieces of meat wrapped in grass 
or leaves, he goes to a plantation, se- 
lects several bunches of bananas, shins 
up the tree, cuts off the bunches, and 
in payment, affixes one of the small 
packets of meat to the stem by a 
wooden skewer. He has not, in bis 
view, stolen the bananas — he has 
bought them! 


Where Every Bride Is Measured. 

The "measuring of the bride" fol- 
lows every marriage ceremony per- 
formed in the English town of Hoy- 
den. The reason is that about three 
hundred years ago the lord of the 
manor bequeathed the sum of $5,000, 
the interest from which was to be 
voted annually to provide dowries for 
four brides. Under the terms of the 
bequest, the money hns to be divided 
among the youngest, the eldest, the 
shortest and the tallest brides married 
during the course of each year in the 
parish church. The official recowls de- 
termine who ure the youngest and the 
eldest, but to decide the shortest and 
tallest, each bride is required to re- 
move her shoes and let down her hair 
and be measured by the officiating 
minister. 


Legend of Wandering Jew. 

The wandering Jew was a legendary 
personage condemned to wander upon 
the earth until the second com- 
ing of Christ, for reviling the Savior 
while on his way to Calvary. Some 
say be was a porter in the service of 
Pontius I’ilate, named Cartuphilus; but 
others identify him with Ahnsiierus, a 
cobbler on whose doorstep Christ at- 
tempted to rest when overcome with 
the weight of the cross. Tradition has 
it that Ahnsiierus drove the Savior 
from Ids door with curses, whereupon 
Jesus calmly replied: "I truly am go- 
ing; but thou slinlt wander over the 
earth until I return." Southey’s 
"Curse of Kehamn," (’roly’s "Sain- 
thiol, " and the Sue’s "Le Julf Errant" 
make use of this legend, although not 
in its original form. Kansas City 
Star.

Editorial Responsibility 

To weigh the acts of men and Judge 
the motives behind the acts, to con- 
sider private rights and public poli- 
cies, distinguishing between the triv- 
ial and the Important, between the 
clnims of the unworthy and the un- 
claimed rights of the worthy, between 
the fallacies of the temperamental en- 
thusiast and the vicious pronounce- 
ments of the demagogue on the one 
hand and the solid foundations of 
truth on the other; to look forward 
as well as backward and always up- 
ward, prudently always as tran- 
quilly as may be; these are the duties 
that hourly lie in the path of the 
conscientious editor. 

To be able to separate jealousies, 
human inconsistencies and personal 
prejudices inborn from the right as 
it may appear to him to be; to conquer 
private ambition that would unworth- 
ily affect his efforts for the public 
welfare; these are gifts and graces 
devoutly to be prayed for by everyone 
entrusted, with the preparation of 
messages to the minds and hearts of 
the people. 

The editor who may unworthily use 
his power and place may debauch the* 
minds, the hopes and the ambitions 
of those who read his words. He may 
raise animosities between neighbors, 
spread discord, and undermine public 
confidence and kindle the fires of 
prejudice. He may so mingle truths 
and half truths and he may so prey 
upon the vain imaginings of unworthy 
ouls that the very foundations of the 
state may be disrupted. Contrariwise, 
he may clarify the public mind by a 
proper assemblage of facts and by pre- 
senting proper conclusions therefrom. 
He can caution the unwary, counsel 
the indiscreet, teach the truth to the 
open minded and denounce the perpe- 
trators of evil and those who would 
corrupt private and public life. The 
editor must choose. He cannot serve 
two masters. He cannot shirk respon- 
sibility. The consequent effect of 
what he writes from day to day and 
presents for the information and guid- 
ance of tlie people cannot be blotted 
out . 

And withal to have joy in the doing, 
that the workmanship may attain that 
degree of perfection only attained by 
those who love their work. Then shall 
power be added to the words fitly writ- 
ten, and then, as it was with Paul to 
the Romans, his calling shall be mag- 
nified.

“lie Played Four Years on the 
Scrubs — He Never Quit," reads the in- 
scription on a huge boulder on the 
campus at Northwestern University.

Congressman Underhill gave the 
members of the Board of Trade a plain 
talk on Monday evening, setting forth 
in convincing array the tendencies of 
government to encroach on the field 
of private < ndeavor. and to spend 
money lavishly on forms of social 
welfare, most desirable in themselves, 
but not practically obtainable through 
’egislatiou. During and since the war, 
he said, the money spenders have held 
the reins, and although the national 
>rgy of waste has been checked, it lias 
j not been eradicated, and new ways of 
i extracting money from the national 
(treasury are constantly being devised. 

It is enlightening to read in Sen- 
|*i tor Beveridge’s life of John Marshall 
•bat the constitution of the United 
States was written and adopted on the 
insistent demand of the business men 
of that day. If radicalism is now to 
be controlled it must be by the power 
and influence of the hard-headed busi- 
ness men of today, not by the big in- 
terests which, by misuse of power, 
have lost public confidence, but hy 
the shopkeepers, the neighborhood 
merchants and tlie manufacturers on 
a small scale. These with their wives 
and families compose the sturdy, in- 
dustrious, law-abiding, independent 
middle class of American citizens, 
who accumulate property by thrift 
and sacrifice, and neither ask nor de- 
sire that government shall do for thorn 
what they can better do for them- 
selves. 

It is hard for a people to realize 
that their government has no money 
to spend that they do not themselves 
contribute, but taxes ure mainly paid 
[through business, and business men 
| know from whence the money conies, 
j If business associations, irrespective 
of politics. In the cltleH and towns of 
tlo nation will tuke time for the con- 
sideration of government as well as 
business, they can generate and apply 
i power far beyond that of the biisi- 
ness men hi ( hi ea rl j da > of I he Re 
public, and to which Congress will 
promptly respond.

Annual Report of the Secretory 


The Newton Welfare Bureau Is the 
organization whose first interest and 
responsibility center around the fam- 
ily as a whole. Its purpose is — 
through the personal service of its 
staff of trained and volunteer workers 
to develop normal family life, to 
strength the home and raise the fam- 
ily above the need of asking for re- 
lief. It endeavors to study each fam- 
ily to learn what the problem is— what 
has been the cause of this present dif- 
ficulty; then it makes an honest effort 
to solve that problem, which usually 
means calling in, In co-operation, one 
or more of the community resources, 
thus forming the connecting link be- 
tween the disorganized family and the 
resources of the community which the 
family does not know how to use for 
Itself. 

In more thun half the families re- 
ferred to us, financial aid is not needed 
but there is a need for medical care, 
legal advice, adequate employment, 
and sometimes just a need for encour- 
agement to overcome seeming impos- 
sibilities. We have to stand by in 
some instances months, even years, 
until the family is on its feet and able 
to carry its burden alone.

Newton, though seemingly n resi- 
dential city, did not escape; families 
known to the Bureau for several years, 
who had been caring for themselves 
for some time, were forced to again 
ask for aid. One-tliird of the new 
families (fame on account of unem- 
ployment. Despite the easy criticism 
of extravagant living on the part of 
the labor group, there must have been 
a real increase of thrift, which made 
it possible for so many to bridge over 
the lack of employment for several 
months. For months, mills were work- 
ing part time and then closed for a 
period of from five to seven months. 
Many families were able to carry 
themselves over a part of the crisis 
with savings accumulated during the 
war years. There were many days 
last winter when the workers in the 
office dreaded to see the door open, 
knowing that it would mean real 
need, and in nearly every instance 
work would have been taken could it 
have been found. Right here, your 
Secretary wishes to thank the Board 
of Directors for their loyal support 
and willingness that every request 
should he met rather than feel thnt 
any family should suffer. We did not 
have time to investigate every family 
that came. In some instances men 
may have lost work because it was 
not what they wanted, hut most of 
these were willing to take work for 
even a few hours, realizing the mis- 
take they had made. To meet this 
crisis, we were having almost daily 
conferences with the Overseer of the 
Poor and frequent consultations with 
our Mayor, endeavoring not to dupli- 
cate but to supplement so that all 
needs could he met. To the commun- 
ity who gave to meet our emergency 
needs, it will be interesting to know 
that with the mills opening, people re- 
adjusted themselves even when it was 
only part time work. It was proof 
that there was a real need or they 
would not have come. 

Sickness remains one of the great- 
est single factors in causing depend- 
ency in Newton families. When we 
go through our Directory and see the 
number of physicians listed, we know 
that sickness comes to all classes or 
there would not be the need of so 
many medical men in a city. Go in 
mind from your comfortable home to 
the manufacturing section of the city 
and visit a little house known as “the 
rear” tenement. Your Secretary was 
there a few days ago to see a mother 
who is living in three rooms. She is 
doing three washings a week and 
caring for a sick child. Her outlook 
is the backs of houses, some unpaint- 
ed, dirty snow covering the ground. 
This, on a dreary winter day, was not 
a cheerful outlook in our city of 
beautiful homes. We have been giv- 
ing fuel so that this woman could he 
self-supporting, and medical aid has 
been secured for the child. 

Sickness, other than tuberculosis, 
was the cause of 20 of the new fam- 
ilies coming to us, and much of the 
follow-up work in families previous- 
ly known was necessary because of 
illness in the home. 

The Welfare Bureau gives special 
attention to the conserving and 
building up of health in the families 
in its charge. For instance, the Dis- 
trict Nursing Association was asked 
to give prenatal and postnatal care 
to 24 mothers. Medical care is pro 
vided through the family and city 
physicians, hospitals, Hospital Social 
Service and the District Nursing As- 
sociation. 

The Domestic Problems are deser- 
tion, non-support, marital infelicity, 
debts, bad housing, bad management, 
insufficient income, incompetent labor. 

All the above tend to domestic 
tragedies. Bad home management 
can wreck a whole family; bad hous- 
ing and sanitation cause disease; de- 
sertion can be traced to discourage- 
ment and debts. It is no easy task 
to break the circle of ignorance, ne- 
glect, illness, irresponsibility, deser- 
tion. and non-support that cause these 
broken homes. To help adjust living 
conditions in one family it has been 
necessary to ask the co-operation of 
the Court, City Physician, Overseer 
of the Poor, District Nursing Associa- 
tion, State Departments of Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire, benevolent 
individuals, employers, and relatives. 

Tiie character defects are crime, 
juvenile delinquency, alcoholism, lack 
of responsibility, illegitimacy. 

All of these defects go hand in hand 
with the causes of domestic troubles. 
Of times, these are the result of sub- 
normal mentality. We endeavor to 
overcome Ignorance, revive ambition, 
and arouse moral responsibility, en- 
deavor in our families to make educa- 
tion a vital factor, look to our City 
for wholesome recreation and to our 
churches for religious training that 
will Interest and hold our young peo- 
ple. 

The physical and mental disabil- 
ities are sickness, death, accident, old 
age. blindness, insanity, epilepsy, 
feehlc-mindcdncss. 

All of these came to us during the 
past year, and all' met some response 
that was helpful.

Whatever of service the Welfare 
Bureau brings to the adjustment of a 
family problem is due to the working 
with other agencies. Every contrib- 
utor to the Welfare Bureau has his 
share in this service. Every organiza- 
tion or institution plays its part in 
providing those elements o fnormal 
family lift* which make the family an 
asset rather thun a liability to the 
community. 

Statistics show the number of fam 
ilies having actual financial aid from 
our organization. We venture to say 
that could we tell of all the requests 
that come to us for advice, adjust- 
ment. friendship by people themselves 
the people who come to get udvice to 
puss on to their friends, those who 
come, not wanting us to go in to a 
family und before they leave askin 
us to go in, feeling we are so mich 
better uble to help than they — all 
t hesi w ould make a repoi 1 in ih< m 


solves nnd a story far more interesting 
than much of the present day fiction. 

It has been said thnt there is no 
individual who cannot serve a commun- 
ity if we develop them to tlicir max- 
imum mental nnd physical capacities. 
As an illustration, our School of 
Feeble-Minded at Waverley was cited. 
Sixty-five men. who had been under 
training there, entered the war and 
three returned ns sergeants. Tills 
proves that latent abilities which 
otherwise would have been a waste 
product in the State can he developed 
and put to use. 

We, who are working in and for the 
Welfare Bureau, realize that this is 
a slow process, but each year we see 
standards raised in some families: — 
parents coming to a knowledge that a 
defective child can he better cared for 
and trained in a specialized institu- 
tion than in the home; families com- 
ing to the realization of the fact that 
hospital nnd sanatorium care is not 
only necessary for those suffering 
with certain types of illness but also 
for the protection of those in the 
homes; and men gaining self-respect 
by caring for their own financial re- 
sponsibilities. 

In each instance, it is a step toward 
the goal for which we are working 
and which Newton as a community 
desires for her people. 

Again this past year, the Health 
Conimittee of the Welfare Bureau was 
the dispensing agent for the money 
raised by the Christmas Seal Sale. 
The work has been more systematized 
and carried on in connection with the 
School and Playground Departments. 
This is tabulated in our financial re- 
port as the Special Fund. 

Health Clubs were formed on the 
playgrounds under the direction of 
trained workers. To stimulate inter- 
est, buttons were given, and at the 
close of the season pins were present- 
ed by the Mayor to the two children 
from each playground who had most 
carefully observed the Health Rules. 
A vote of thanks is due Mr. Herman, 
Superintendent of Plnygrounds, and 
the directors for their splendid co- 
operation and interest in the work. 

Three Health Classes are now or- 
ganized in connection with the health 
work of the schools. Doctors are giv- 
ing their services, and a nurse, who 
is paid from the Special Fund, is in 
charge. The children in these classes 
are all under-weight. As the doctor 
sees the need they are sent to their 
family physicians or to the Out- 
Patient Department at our Hospital 
for thorough physical examinations. 
Our Board of Health is working with 
us in special tests for tuberculosis. 
These tests are made at the Hospital. 
Seven children from the Health 
Classes were sent away for vacations. 
With the co-operation of other agen- 
cies these vacations were provided at 
no cost to the Health Fund. 

Milk has been furnished in many 
homes and to some children in the 
schools. It may he interesting here 
to state that on milk alone we have 
expended $1185.75. This does not in- 
clude milk which is sent into homes 
where there is a problem for the 
Welfare Bureau. 

We do not restrict our Health 
Classes to the Public School children. 
A number of the children from the 
playgrounds attend the Parochial 
School and are enrolled in the reg- 
ular school classes. 

Relief is granted in homes where 
there is active tuberculosis, and the 
proper clothing is secured tor patients 
going to sanatoria. This part of the 
work is also carried oil in co-opera- 
tion with the Board of Health. 

Perhaps the greatest service a 
family agency can render in the com- 
munity lies in its preventive work. 
Training in right health habits and a 
special study of the proper foods for 
the undernourished children are 
among the contributions the Health 
Fund has made possible in Newton. 

The Welfare Bureau, because of its 
very active Health Campaign, has 
been voted a member of the Health 
Group of the Central Council. 

Each year we think tiie work of this 
department will lessen, hut each year 
has brought new problems to us. 
Throughout the country went Clean-up 
Squads to endeavor to reach every ex- 
service man. A year previous to this, 
the Newton Red Cross Chapter had 
asked that our Home Service Section 
try to do a 100 % piece of work for 
Newton men, and agreed to stand 
hack of this effort financially. A 
Committee from the American Legion 
and the Red Cross met, and the Home 
Service took on as a worker, Mr. 
Noone, a Legion man. The experiment 
was watched by the New England 
Division of the Red Cross, and the 
value of the combined effort was so 
apparent that they requested the 
temporary release of Mr. Noone so 
that he could go with the Clean-up 
Squad in their field work. 

We have adjusted back claims of 
many months” standing, secured re- 
adjustments of insurance where 
death has occurred, had guardians ap- 
pointed for mental cases, made loans 
to men awaiting compensation, and 
helped families where the wage-earn- 
er was ill and in a government hos- 
pital. 

The Home Service work of Needham 
now comes under our care, Needham 
at present being a branch of the New- 
ton Chapter. 

We have come in close touch with 
boys of many nationalities through 
the Home Service, and know that the 
Red Cross has been of inestimable help 
in establishing their claims. One 
young Italian became so interested 
that he gave a great deal of time, act- 
ing us interpreter, getting affidavits, 
and even taking men in town to as- 
sist them at the Veterans’ Bureau. 
We huve had enlisted men, army 
nurses, and men who have held com- 
missions apply for assistance in hav- 
ing claims adjusted, and they have 
been most sincere in their appreciation 
of the Red Cross as an organization. 
The Home Service Section has made 
many investigations for the City 
Clerk where applications have been 
sent in for Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Re- 
lief; in muny instances, the man and 
ids need were already known to the 
Red (Toss.

A TRIP TO PERSIA 


The following letter from Mr. J. 
Henry Flnnagan, who is secretary to 
the commission engaged by the Per- 
sian government to straighten out its 
finances, will he of interest to his 
many friends In this city. 

— o — 

Upon mentioning the fnct to my 
friends and acquaintances In the 
United States that I intended taking 
a trip to Persia, this announcement 
was received in a variety of manners 
and was usually greeted by expressions 
that now appear to me to he amusing. 

I have no doubt that in the minds of 
many Americans Persia appears as a 
mythical land, entirely outside the 
pale of civilization, and completely out 
of touch with the rest of the world. I 
shall have to confess that ray own ideas 
regarding Persia were very hazy. Up- 
on arriving in this far land, it seems 
very strange that a more comprehen- 
sive knowledge of the country is not 
enjoyed by more of our people at 
home, it is not a very small country, 
having an area of 62S.000 square 
miles, but its population is only about 
15,000,000. The possibilities of devel- 
opment agriculturally are wonderful, 
but that will he taken up later on. 

It might he well to take up the dif- 
ferent stages of the Journey and set 
forth the more striking facts as they 
were encountered. Sailing from New 
York on Septemeber 30, aboard the 
French liner “Lafayette” a very plea- 
sant trip across the Atlantic was en- 
joyed. Although the liner “Aquitania” 
reported an extremely rough passage 
upon its arrival in New York on Octo- 
ber 1, the sea was smooth practically 
all the way for our journey. No un- 
usual incidents occurred during the 
eight days spent on the ocean. I was 
introduced to the French method of 
preparing food, and became very fond 
of it. The ship (locked at Harve, 
France, on October 8, and the first 
step in our journey was completed. 

The party proceeded to Paris im- 
mediately. Here a stay of ten days 
was necessary, due to the difficulty en- 
countered in engaging passages on the 
Peninsular & Occidental, a British line 
running to Egypt and India. After 
some trouble passages were obtained 
for all the party, although it was 
necessary that they be divided into 
three groups. Four of the mission, in- 
cluding myself, arranged to depart 
from Marseilles on October 20; two, 
man and wife, were obliged to go to 
L. on cl on and take another steamer 
there; and the others, fourteen in all, 
left Marseilles on still another ship 
on October 27. 

My ride from Paris to Marseilles 
was taken at night, so much of the 
country through which we passed 
could not be enjoyed. After the life 
of Paris, that of Marseilles offered a 
striking contrast. Both cities were 
very interesting, however. We spent 
only two days in Marseilles. 

Our first day abroad the "Morea” 
the ship which took us to Bombay, 
India, was not a very exciting one — in 
fact, it was just the opposite. There 
were but two other Americans on 
hoard besides our party. The English 
do not have the reputation of being 
quick to make friends, and the first 
impression we gained was not a very 
favorable one. This line is considered 
to be the very finest, and is strong on 
formality. Lord Inchcape, a renowned 
English commercial gentleman, was on 
board, as were also a number of other 
titled ladies and gentlemen. Add to 
these a large number of army officers 
returning to their posts in In- 
dia and other countries and you 
do not have a very good “mixing" 
assortment. A rather monotonous two 
days were relieved by the sight of two 
cities between which we passed on the 
second night out. These cities are lo- 
cated on either side of the straits run- 
ning between Italy and Sicily. The 
thousands of lights made a brilliant 
and interesting spectacle. The follow- 
ing day matters began to loosen up a 
bit, and we met three English people 
whose destination happened to he the 
same as ours. They proved to be very 
interesting, and helped to make the 
time pass more agreeably. 

Five days after leaving Marseilles, 
we put in at Port Said. A few hours 
spent ashore proved very pleasant and 
interesting. We were besieged by beg- 
gars and peddlers of all descriptions. 
After much haggling and bargaining 
we bought some cigarettes from one of 
the street venders at what we thought 
was a low price. While we were con- 
gratulating ourselves upon having got 
the best of one of the Orientals, 
another came along and offered us the 
same brand of cigarettes at a consider- 
ably lower price, telling us we had 
been cheated. It was worth it, however 
in the amount of amusement obtained. 
It had its usefulness as an object les- 
son also. 

Leaving Port Said we proceeded 
through the Suez Canal and into the 
Red Sea. Grim tales were told us of 
the heat on this body of water so 
famous from Biblical times. To 
supplement them I read an account in 
one of the journals aboard ship describ- 
ing tiie horrors of hot, stifling weather 
encountered here. Very fortunately for 
us, the wind was blowing in a favor- 
able direction, and we were able to 
feel reasonably comfortable at any 
time of the day. it is related that at 
times, when tiie wind comes from the 
stern of the ship, it is necessary to 
turn around and sail the other way in 
order that the passengers might ob- 
tain some little comfort. 

On October 29th, the ship anchored 
at Aden, in the southern part of 
Arabia. Here also we were able to go 
ashore and visit a wonderful system 
of water tanks that act us reservoirs 
and supply water to the city. The age 
of these tanks is not known, hut they 
were discovered some hundreds of 
years ago by an English officer. They 
are arranged in u series of levels, in 
such a manner that practically all the 
water running from the hills where 
they are located is preserved. They 
iiave a capac ity of millions of gallons, 
and constitute a remarkable work. 

Fair weuther continued as we cross 
ed the Indian Occun to Bombay. Life 
aboard ship had become very much 
more hearable. A series of deck games 
of varying kinds were arranged and 
carried on in a very systematic man 
uer. Dunces and concerts made the 
nights pleasant, and a widened uc 
quuintuncu with the passengers was 
obtained. A very striking contrast 


was offered by the sight of ft dozen 
quart bottles of Scotch whiskey on one 
table alone at dinner time. The French 
Liner had specialized on wines, and 
from recent events I Judged that the 
Americnn Liners might display on 
their dinner tables an Impressive ar- 
ray of water pitchers. The smoking 
room was n favorite gathering place 
for the men. I have seen numbers of 
them sit there all day, playing bridge 
and drinking whiskey and soda. After 
dinner, back again they would go to 
play cards and drink whiskey. Many 
of the English swenr by whiskey as 
being a life saver in the tropicnl cli- 
mates. 

Arriving at Bombay on November 3, 
we were met by Vice Consul Burke, a 
young fellow whose home is in Rox- 
bury, Mass. He is a graduate of the 
Foreign Service School at Georgetown, 
and has been in Indin only a few 
months. I do not envy him his post 
one hit. Mr. Burke proved very help- 
ful to us during the short stay of three 
hours. We spent only time enough to 
transfer our baggage to a launch, 
which was to take us to another ship, 
and to obtain our tickets for the 
steamer from Bombay to Basra, at the 
bend of the Persian Gulf. After four- 
teen days on the ocean, it seems as 
though we would have had enough, 
but there was to be no respite, and we 
did not mind doing a little more riding 
on the waves. I was sorry not to have 
been able to see more of Bombay. 

The "Varsova,” which sailed between 
Bombay and Basra, offered a complete 
change from our life aboard the 
“Morea.” Necessarily, it is a much 
smaller ship. One of the chief dis- 
advantages on the "Morea” was that it 
was too crowded, and therefore not 
very chummy. To go to dinner with- 
out a dinner jacket would have been a 
serious offence. We continued this 
practice sailing on the Persian Gulf, 
but the passengers were much more 
sociable and friendly. The staterooms 
were much better, more comfortable 
and cleaner. The list of first class 
passengers comprised only twenty- 
seven people. Down below were pack- 
ed Arabs, Turks, Armenians and all 
kinds of picturesque inhabitants of 
this section of the world. Up forward 
the deck was crowded — Mohammedans, 
Pharsees, and members of different 
sects. They made a collection that was 
just full of interest to me, and I spent 
much time watching them prepare 
their meals, saying their prayers, mak- 
ing up their beds, etc. As a Moham- 
medan will not touch food prepared by 
a Christian, (an unbeliever) these 
travellers did all their own cooking. 
At sundown the faithful followers of 
Allah would spread a carpet on the 
deck, face Mecca, and say their pray- 
ers. They would stand barefooted on 
this rug, with a look of supplication, 
on their face, and mumble prayers that 
nine-tenths of them do not understand. 
Then they would kneel, place their 
hands in front of them on the carpet, 
and touch their foreheads to the 
ground several times. Sitting back on 
their heels, they would continue their 
mumblings and after a while would 
rise again, wave their arms hack and 
forth, stretch out their hands as 
though in pleading, and then repeat. 
The holy ones would spend quite a 
long time in their devotions. All the 
while, perhaps a priest or descendant 
of Mohammed would chant prayers 
from a little book in a loud voice. 

The ship stopped at Karachi and 
Bushire on the route. We visited 
Karachi for an hour, hut were unable 
to go ashore at Bushire. A perfectly 
calm sea made the vogage exceedingly 
pleasant. Good food, plenty of fresh 
air, and lots of sleep were conducive 
to a feeling of peace and contentment. 
My chief cause for sorrow was the fact 
that Dr. Millspaugh, the Chief of the 
Expedition, and Mr. MacMurray, head 
of the Imperial Bank of Persia, insist- 
ed upon heating Pearson and me at 
deck quoits. Perhaps we’ll get a chance 
to turn the tables when it comes to 
tennis in Tehran. 

The morning of the sixth day. after 
leaving Bombay, I awoke to he greeted 
by a beautiful sight. We were sailing 
along the Schatt el Arab, which is the 
name of the river created by the join- 
ing of the Euphrates and the Tigris 
Rivers, on cur way to Basra. Both 
hanks were lined with date trees, 
planted in a very orderly manner. 
They represented a spectacle that is 
not easily forgotten. Date raising is a 
very important industry in this region. 
The green trees were stretched out for 
miles, and in many cases acted as a 
backround for truly oriental pictures. 
When we reached Basra we were met 
by the Persian Consul, and by repre- 
sentatives of an English company, who 
were very helpful to us In taking our 
baggage to he forwarded to Bagdad. 

Basra did not appeal to me very 
much. We had lunch with the Persian 
consul at a not very modern hotel. 

At midnight of tiie same day we left 
on the train for Bagdad. Many rumours 
of the discomforts we should suffer 
came to our ears before we left. The 
trip is supposed to take about 36 
hours. Three of us had one first-class 
compartment and the other shared 
a compartment with two young British 
army officers. It was necessary to 
us to bring along something to eat. 
There were stops made for lunch and 
dinner, hut we were glad we came pro- 
vided with our own food. The berths 
consisted of two leather covered seats 
along the wall, and one hoard covered 
with black leather attached by a sort 
of hinge to the side of the compart- 
ment, and supported on the outside 
edge by two chains hanging from the 
roof. I had this upper berth. No bed- 
clothing was provided, so, after clean 
ing the dUHt off the berths as best we 
could, we spread our own blankets and 
steamer rugs, using brief cases, sweat 
ers or whatever was most suitable for 
a pillow. The distance to he covered 
was about 350 miles, and the train 
traveled at an average speed of around 
10 miles per hour. 1 crawled up onto 
my roost a littln after twelve, and had 
no very clear idea of happenings until 
next morning, i do know that I spent 
a very uncomfortable and cold time of 
it. I have slept on a plunk before and 
felt quite comfortable, but the leather 
covering on tills luxurious bed hud just 
enough humps to muke it impossible 
to find a smooth space to lie on. In 
addition, tiie bed sloped towards the 
outside, ho I might wuke up at any 
time with my body pressed uguiust the 
cold chain which is all that kept me 
from tumbling out. Next day they told 
me that about two hours after leaving 
Basra the train stopped and then head- 
ed buck for tiie place we had left. 


After an hour of this, the engineer 
evidently got his bearings again nnd 
started for Bagdad. 

The country through which we pass- 
ed was for the most pnrt desert land. 
It wasn't long before we became ac- 
customed to seeing caravans of camels, 
or great herds of these awkward-look- 
ing beasts. Wild looking Arabs on 
their wonderful horses were every- 
where. The whole country abounded 
with places of historical interest, and 
the people showed little evidence of 
having changed their dress, their cus- 
toms or their mode of living since the 
time of Abraham. The fields, where 
there are any, are tilled in a wny thnt 
is centuries old. One very Impressive 
sight was presented Just at sundown 
on the first night of the Journey. The 
train had stopped at a small station, 
nnd the faithful at. once spread their 
rugs on the sand and. turning towards 
Mecca, offered up their prnvers. Sil- 
houetted against the rapidly-darkening 
sky was the dome of a tomb of a very 
holy man. One ennnot help being im- 
pressed by the constancy of some of 
these people to their religion. 

On Saturday. November 11, we 
called on the Persian Consul. Later 
on we had lunch with the American 
Consul, Mr. Owens, who proved very 
helpful to us while we were in Bagdad. 
This city did not impress me very 
favorably. It was dirty, dusty and un- 
attractive in many ways. While there 
I was initiated into the pleasures and 
dangers of a truly Persian luncheon. 
There was a fish course, at least four 
meat courses, salads, fruits and all the 
trimmings. At the end we were com- 
pelled to allow two offerings of differ- 
ent kinds of fruit to go untouched, and 
there is no telling how many more 
would have followed, had our capacity 
been equal to the task. We stayed at 
a clean and comfortable hotel, the dust 
of the city had not made much of an 
impression on its newness. The meals 
were very good, and the service 
excellent. One difficulty with service 
in this section seems to be that, as 
many clerks as possible do a little 
something. When it comes to the time 
of departure, it is very difficult to de- 
termine to whom the tips are due, 
and as practically all employes of the 
hotels line up one has quite a task 
distributing change. 

After spending three days at Bagdad 
we left for the Persian frontier, accom- 
panied by a young Persian named Mah- 
moud Khan, who had been sent by the 
Government to accompany us to Tehe- 
ran. As for the trip to the capital, 
and the accommodations there provid- 
ed for us, I believe that had better be 
left for another time. Suffice it to 
say that the trip was a very pleasant 
and interesting one, and we are very 
much pleased with our new home.

The Legislature Is under a full 
head of steam with numerous hear- 
ings very day on more or less inter- 
esting matters. 

Last week, Senator Rice was the 
only advocate for legislation to re- 
quire compulsory liability insurance 
on automobiles. This very much 
needed piece of legislation is opposed 
by the automobilists on account of 
the high rates charged by the insur- 
ance companies and is opposed by 
the insurance companies when the 
legislation attempts to fix the rates 
to he charged. Registrar Goodwin 
informed the committee that only 
one third of the licensed cars carried 
liability insurance. Some day the 
danger to the public from this source 
will lie so plain that tiie insurance 
companies or the automobilists will 
have to come to compulsory insur- 
ance of some kind. Let us hope that 
the compelling cause for this future 
action will not he too severe. 

The church people were much in- 
terested in the hearing last week on 
bills to allow a collection or admis- 
sion fee to Sunday sports on condi- 
tion that a percentage of the money 
thus obtained should bo donated to 
some charity. Of course this is a mere 
camouflage and was so denounced at 
the hearing. The committee lias since 
reported unfavorably on these bills. 

The increased Democratic member- 
ship of the House has thus far re- 
sulted in several unnecessary roll 
calls, evidently inspired for tile sole 
purpose of showing the public how 
many Democrats there are in the Leg- 
islature. Three .such roll calls have 
been had this year, on all of which 
tliG vote! whs nbout three to one 
against the Democratic motions. 
There was one matter some ten days 
ago on which there was legitimate de- 
mand for a roll call. This was on a 
bill to allow boating and fishing on 
portions of the unused reservoirs near 
Marlboro. The vote to allow this rea- 
sonable use of these basins was 100 
in favor to 102 opposed. There Is ap 
parently no good reason why these 
bodies of water should not be en- 
joyed by the public as long as tliev 
are not required for water supplv 
purposes. 

The House has a new chaplain, a 
young man from Cambridge who lias 
made a good impression so far. 
Speaking of chaplains, the writer has 
been a member of the House for three 
years and never realized until the 
Present session, tiie remarkable pray- 
ers which have been given daily by 
Rev. Dr. Edward A. Horton, the chap- 
lain of the Senate. Dr. Horton has 
u wonderful faculty ror drawing in- 
spiration from the ordinary affairs of 
our daily existence. 

One of the interesting phases of 
legislative work is observing the vari- 
ous forms of propaganda on this or 
that matter of pending legislation. 
This observation is particularly not- 
iceable when such a live matter as 
vaccination is before the House. All 
ot the members of the committee on 
Public Ileulth and many of the other 
members of the Legislature have re- 
ceived many letters and telegrams 
urging opposition to u bill to extend 
vaccination to private schools and in 
favor of a bill to abolish compulsory 
vaccination entirely. The House chair- 
man of this committee lias received 
hundreds of letters, all in the same 
terms, while the Senate chairman 
takes his mail In baskets. 

The truth of the matter is, that ac- 
tion of this kind defeats itself, be- 
cause everyone realizes that some at 
tlve influence is ut work stirring up 
the public in this fashion. A row let 
t(is from reliable persons, have fur 
more Influence in mutters of legis- 
lation than an organized propaganda 
such as bus been at work on this mat 
ter of vaccination. It has been the

Under the auspices of the Vassar 
Alumnae Association of Newton and 
for the benefit, of the Vassar Endow- 
ment Fund, Miss Ifelols- Mersey, the 
well known Boston lecturer, gave a 
lecture In the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club, last Friday, on Hutchinson’s 
"This Freedom" Miss Kersey was 
introduced hy Mrs. Harold T. Giddings, 
chairman. 

The speaker stated that novels 
should be Judged hy definite standards, 
not by a feeling of like or dislike. The 
following were the standards which 
she suggested: a good novel should 
have a definite structure, it should 
have characters whose deeds should 
he consistent with themselves, beauty 
of style, with decorations such as wit, 
humor, etc, in their proper places. A 
novel should also deal with some de- 
finite problem of life In such a way 
that one is sure of the author’s posi- 
tion. Above all, there should he a 
poignant, human story. 

Miss llersey stated the problem in 
Mr. Hutchinson’s novel thus: "t an a 
Woman have ;i career for it 
.-Tike, and also claim the rights and 
privileges of Motherhood?” 

She pointed out that many a woman 
has been a success in business and 
also a mother, hut in ail of these cases 
the business was entered into as a 
means of helping the family, not for 
its own sake, as an outside or conflict- 
ing interest. 

Speaking of Hutchinson’s style, she 
called attention to many faults espect- 
ally in diction. In spite of these, how- 
ever, tlie author has a remarkable 
gift for depicting character, and great 
sympathy with youth. “Poor youth 
that all have lived and none re- 
member.” 

Among the larger issues of the book, 
there is the problem oi the hardening 
heart of Rosalie and of the ministry 
of pain. Whatever views we may hold 
m regard to the uses of pain, it is 
through the crushing tragedy of her 
own life, that Rosalie is at last re- 
deemed. 

The final aim or all Art is to depict 
beauty. This according to the lecturer 
js true of Hutchinson. In spite of 
obvious faults, his novels, esepcially 
"If Winter Comes” and “This Free- 
dom” show spiritual beauty, the 
beauty of struggle and achievement. 

Miss Kersey was greeted by a very 
appreciative audience many of whom 
stayed to enjoy the social hour which 
followed the lecture.

In preparation for Legislative Day 
of the Newton Federation, Mrs. Wil 
liam H. White, director of the twelfth 
district discussed on Tuesday after- 
noon before the Newtonville Woman’s 
Club certain hills now pending in 
the legislature of interest to women’s 
clubs. — prison reform, child labor, 
equal rights for women, and need of 
new legislation in regard to divorce 
laws.

Mrs. Nelson Freeman and Mrs. Hall 
rendered piano duets both before the 
play and between the acts, choosing 
appropriate English music to suit the 
play. A social hour with reception 
and refreshments closed a delightful 
evening, the guests having opportunity 
to meet Mrs. R. (). Walter, the presi- 
dent, and other officers, and the mem- 
bers of the cast. 

In prefacing her lecture on “Modern 
Poetry” before the Newton Social Sci- 
ence Club on Wednesday morning, 
Miss Heloise E. Hersey paid a graceful 
tribute to Mrs. Wolcott Calkins, who 
nearly forty years ago, had invited 
Miss Hersey, then a newcomer to Bos- 
ton, to come out to Newton to lecture 
to some of her friends. Although par- 
lor lectures were almost unknown in 
those days, Miss Hersey accepted the 
invitation, and talked to this group 
upon "The Modern Novel and the Mod- 
ern Woman,” a lecture which she has 
continued to give all these years and 
which, she stated, had yielded her 
some $7000. 

Turning to her subject Miss Hersey 
noted tlie revival of poetry, which bus 
taken place within the lust few years, 
a revival begun before the war. 
Whether the war helped or hindered It 
is hard to say. These pouts have 
found a new moral enthusiasm and a 
new interpretation of life itself. Among 
these writers ure great diversity of at- 
tainments, some have t he* vaguest 
ideas of poetry at all, but they have a 
message they must communicate, and 
they have succeeded in catching the 
uur of the public. 

The fii-Ht function of poetry, said 
Miss Mersey, Is to express the inex- 
pnssihlc; it must huve real thought 
und real beauty. Verse can’t he tam- 
pered with. A child must be taught 
verse as verso, and not lie tuught to 
put verse into prose, It is easy to 
blunder by trying to compare fine 
prose with poor verse. The distinction 
bet wren i hem is clear • ut • The 
Psalms us written in Hebrew are po- 
etry, hut as translated Into English 
they ceuse to he poetry, they are a 
noble, pure kind of prose. 

Many writers of "Vers Libre” are 
hack writers who have adopted a 
French system of verse entirely dif- 
ferent from ami annulled to our Eng- 
lish system. Miss Hersey read ex 


tracts by way of illustrating the un- 
poetic Ideas some of them attempt to 
present. She feels that in time these 
will tire of their toy, and more and 
more hark hack to the old form. 

The fine poets of the present day 
are singing of men with too heavy a 
load, are speaking for those who can- 
not speak for themselves, are trying 
to interpret this country of ours, and 
are re-interpreting Christianity to us. 
They are making us listen. We are 
waiting today for some one who has 
the great call, and we shall hear it in 
the next two years, was her prediction. 

She supplemented her lecture with 
readings from many of the modern po- 
ets, some as illustrations of what is 
not good, hut for the most part what 
she considers as fine and high. 

For its annual luncheon and bridge 
on Wednesday afternoon the Newton 
Mothers’ Club chose the Unitarian 
Church of West Newton as more com- 
modious than some of the former plac- 
es of meeting. Forty-seven tables were 
arranged by the committee. At one 
o’clock the company sat down to a de- 
licious chafing-dish luncheon, after 
which the afternoon was spent with 
cards. The committee in charge con- 
sisted by Mrs. A. C. Blunt, chairman, 
Mrs. Norman Bingham.

Vlbert Edgar \nglrr School 


The children of the Albert Edgar 
Angler School are being studied as In- 
dividuals more than has ever before 
been attempted ajid more than most of 

our people in any sense realise. There 

was a time when the number of years 
a child had lived was the sole deter- 
minant ns to whether or not he was 
properly grnded. Now a study is be- 
ing conducted in this school which 
takes into nccount not alone this 
chronological age. which is by far the 
least important, but the pedagogical 
nge, psychological age, grade age, 
proper grade age, and ns far as at pre 
sent possible the physical and physio- 
logical ages. These various ages com- 
bined produce a fair index of the edu- 
cational nge of a child. 

The pedagogical age Is obtained by 
the use of standardized tests of achi- 
evement or by the marks which the 
teacher has given, which however are 
less scientific and loss impersonal. 
The school department psychologist, 
Aliss Annie Sturgis, renders invaluable 
aid in the individual test work. The 
mental age gauges, on the whole ac- 
curately, the ability of a child to do 
common school tasks. This is in 
direct contrast to the pedagogical age, 
which is a statement not of what a 
child may be able to do. but what he 
has done. 

The grade age is simply the grade 
he has reached in school. It may he 
seen that a comparison of grade age. 
chronological age. and the average 
grade age in the city would reveal a 
pupil’s retardation or acceleration in 
terms of years lived only. 

Of vast importance is the teacher’s 
estimate of such qualities as industry, 
concentration, ambition, loyalty, and 
honesty, for a child of rather low men- 
tal ability may more than offset this 
by such traits as those mentioned 
above. 

Lastly, the measurements of the 
physical and physiological ages have 
not reached the stage where it is pos- 
sible to administer them in the school 
house. In place of these ages there- 
fore, a statment of physical condition 
and the weight record are entered. 

From a study of the above an edu- 
cational age is found by which a 
teacher knows her pupils better than 
has before been possible. Every child 
has been roundly measured and the 
type of instruction for him has been 
more wisely administered. Further 
the intensity of his instruction, the 
expansion of the curriculum, and the 
course of study are effected. His rate 
of promotion may be quite wisely de- 
termined. The disciplinary problem 
finds a more satisfactory solution. By 
the wise use of such educational me- 
thods the work which is being done 
at the Albert Edgar Angier School will 
greatly aid the individual child to ob- 
tain a wiser guidance than the science 
of education has before granted him.

NEWTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 

A credit bureau will he organized in 
Newton in the immediate future as a 
result of action taken by the Mer- 
chants Division of the Newton Cham- 
ber of Commerce at a meeting at the 
Newton Club last Monday evening. Mr. 
L. James Parker, Secretary of the 
Taunton Chamber of Commerce, and 
Manager of the Taunton Credit Bu- 
reau, Inc., was the guest and speaker 
of the evening and outlined in detail 
the method of operation of the Taun- 
ton Credit Bureau and the results 
achieved for its subscribers. 

About fifty of the representative 
local business men of Newton were 
present at the meeting, which was by 
far the most interesting and most suc- 
cessful yet held by the merchants of 
the city under the auspices of the 
Chamber. So much interest and en- 
thusiasm was developed in behalf of a 
credit bureau in Newton that the dis- 
cussion of the cooperative advertising 
plan recently developed by the mer- 
cantile division committee had to be 
deferred to some future meeting. 
Those present voted to take up this 
matter at a special meeting of the 
Mercantile Division, to he held on 
Monday evening, February 19. 

A dinner was served at 6.30 o’clock, 
after which Chairman George A. 
Schade called the meeting to order 
and called on the secretary to outline 
the purposes of the meeting and to in- 
troduce Air. Parker. The latter talked 
for about three-quarters of au hour, 
after which he answered questions ami 
discussed informally the subject of 
credit bureaus for more than fwo 
hours. Mr. Parker proved to be es- 
pecially conversant with his subject 
and the interest in it was such that 
those present inquired into it in great 
detail, finally voting enthusiastically, 
and with no votes in opposition, to 
organize a credit bureau in Newton. 
The matter was referred, with author- 
ity to develop and carry out the plan, 
to the Mercantile Division Committee 
of the Chamber.

EVERYBODY, LEM) V HAND! 

The present is the most, critical time 
wo have had or shall have In the coal 
situation in Newton this winter, and 
calls for complete co-operation on the 
part of every customer with their coal 
denier. 

There seems to he a misunderstand- 
ing on the part of some people as to 
how to get coal for their homes. There 
is no secret about it. There are no 
new regulations regarding it. Do the 
same as you have always done, and 
continue ordering your coal from 
some coal dealer with whom you have 
been trading. Give him at least a 
week’s time in which to fill your order. 
Don’t overstate the facts, hut give him 
a plain simple statement of when you 
must have coal, and ho will come as 
near getting it to you at that time ns 
possible. 

The Fuel Administrator’s Job is not 
to tear customers away from the one 
coal dealer and load them onto another 
equally overworked coal dealer, hut 
rather to help the needy ones get coal, 
and suggest when possible every con- 
ceivable way of bettering coal condi- 
tions in our city. 

If you have any conveyance of any 
kind, and must have some coal within 
a day or two, don’t call up the Fuel 
Administrator and tell him about it, 
hut take your flivver and go to your 
coal dealer’s yard and bring home 
with you a few bags of coal. This is 
the most practical co-operation pos- 
sible, and will result in getting you 
coal, which after all is what you want. 

It is the Fuel Administrator's duty 
to place first order with a coal dealer 
for any newcomers in Newton, natural- 
ly the one nearest to customer’s home. 

Because you know that some dealer 
In Xewton Centre happens to have 
some coal, which your dealer on the 
north side hasn’t got don't ask the 
Fuel Administrator to have the Xew- 
ton Centre dealer bring half a ton clear 
across the city for your benefit, thus 
depriving some Xewton Centre cus- 
tomer of what they need equally as 
much. 

After new customers have been lo- 
cated, their relations with their dealer 
becomes the same as yours with your 
coal dealer, your grocer or other local 
store, that take care of their cus- 
tomers the best they possibly can. 

Another thing, don’t he too critical 
of the size of coal that your coal dealer 
sends you. You tell him what you have 
had and what you want, and he will 
come as near to it as lie can. Don’t 
send this coal back to him because it 
is not the exact size you ordered, as 
one indy did last week who ordered 
Furnace and got Egg coal. To do that 
is to add insult to your well-meaning 
overworked coal dealer. Don’t say you 
cannot use smaller sizes in your 
heater, or if necessary, some Soft coal 
along with your hard coal! We can 
do most anything if we have to, and 
that seems to he the present situation. 
Soft coal is the life-savef of the nation 
this winter. Our dealers will not ask 
you to take it if they have any small 
sizes of hard coal to give you. 

Now. if in this and in every other 
way our citizens will LEXD A HAND, 
EVERYBODY, and do everything they 
can to help the coal dealers, we will 
soon be through with it all. without 
any suffering in our city. 

Your Fuel Administrator has 
enviable job. Help him out by helping 
yourself, and taking the matter up 
directly with your own dealer as much 
as possible. When the emergency 
conies, the Fuel Administrator may he 
depended upon to do everything pos- 
sible to help the situation in Newton, 
which, by the way, is not at all serious 
as compared with some of our Neigh 
boring cities.

NEAR EAST RELIEF 

An extremely interesting lecture 
was given at Central Church Inst 
Friday evening, illustrated by mov- 
ing pictures, on the work of t bo Near 
East Relief. The speaker was Herbert 
L. Willett, Jr., who spent some time 
In relief work in those lands several 
years ago, and who is now taking a 
course at Harvard and will later go 
hack to the Orient to continue his ac- 
tivities with tills organization. 

Tlte people who heard this lecture 
and saw these remarkable pictures 
were surprised by the vast scope of 
this enterprise, and the amazing re- 
sults it is getting. Scenes were pre- 
sented from the great orphanages 
maintained by the N. E. R., in safety 
zones in Greece, Russian Armenia, 
and Palestine, where the children will 
be out of reach of the former oppres- 
sors of their people. It was deeply 
impressive to see these pictures of 
great throngs of children gathered on 
the grounds of these various institu- 
tions, and few people In this country 
have the least conception of the mag- 
nitude of this work until they see it 
represented in some way like this. The 
organization is caring for over 100,- 
000 children in these institutions. 

There were scenes from the great 
work rooms maintained by these or- 
phanages, where the children are be- 
ing taught trades like lace making, 
rug weaving, shoe making, etc., by 
which they will lie able to support 
themselves. There were also pictures 
showing the throngs of children that 
roam about the streets of many cities 
in the Orient, without anyone to look 
after them, and subsisting on what 
scraps they can pick up around the 
streets and homes. The relief work- 
ers have to turn down a multitude of 
these pathetic little ones, as they do 
not have sufficient funds to care for 
all. There were scenes from Smyrna 
and other localities where the exiles 
have gathered, showing them fleeing 
from the Turks with their farm ani- 
mals and household furniture.

BE ATM OK MIL YOUNG 

James A. Young, who died Sunday 
at Ills home in Newtonville, was born 
in Boston In 1843. He served for three 
years In the Civil War. He returned 
to Boston, married Emma A. Gove of 
Nahant, and went Into the lobster 
business, opening a store oh the old 

Federal street bridge. At the time 

sufficient lobsters for the tr&de were 
caught In Boston Harbor. They were 
caught mostly by Portugese fisher- 
men living on the islands In the har- 
bor. They would bring them to Bos- 
ton by the dory load and would re- 
ceive two or three cents apiece for 
the small lobsters and up t<> ten, 
twelve or fifteen cents for the large 
"Bluenose” Cape lobsters. Lobsters at 
that time and for some time after 
would sell on the streets of Boston 
for five cents apiece, being known as 
“Joes.” 

Mr. Young was pioneer in the 
"pound” idea for lobsters. He ob- 
tained a large pond In East Boston 
having an outlet to the salt water, put 
a dam across the outlet, cleaned out 
the pond, divided it with piling, and 
put lobsters in there during the sum- 
mer time when they were scarce. 

After four or five years of this, he 
moved his ponds to the Island of 
Southport, Boothbay Harbor, Maine. 
Two ponds built there by him are still 
carried on. From the Federal Street 
Bridge, he moved this business to 
Commercial Wharf where it is now 
being conducted by his son. 

Surviving him are two daughters, 
Miss Alice M. Young of Newtonville, 
and Mrs. Sarah E. Hathaway of Wil- 
mington. Delaware, and five sons, Dr. 
Walter Young of Newton Centre, Mr. 
Alfred L. Uoung of Arlington, James 
Everett Young of Chestnut Hill, Clar- 
ence Joseph Young of Wollaston, and 
William S. Young of New London, 
Conn. Mr. Young was a member of 
the Church of the New Jerusalem in 
Boston. Services were held at his late 
residence on Wednesday, Rev. H. 
Clinton Hay of Boston officiating, and 
the burial was in Dorchester.

The beautiful and com- 
modious new club house of the New- 
ton Centro Woman's Club, which 
those who attended yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Newton Federation viewed 
with envy, will be a constant source of 
joy. The simple beauty and dignity 
of its auditorium impresses itself more 
and more upon those who frequent it. 
Auhurndale, too. is most happy in the 
solution of its problem in the auditor- 
ium of the Auhurndale Club House, 
which although still not quite finished, 
has already served both clubs of that 
village to good purpose. The hall, not 
ns pretentious as that in Newton Cen- 
tre,, has a cheery, homelike atmos- 
phere, while the ample stage gives op- 
portunity for all sorts of entertain- 
ments. Waban has been fortunate for 
several years in its combination with 
the Neighborhood Club. Those three 
communities have solved their prob- 
lem. but there remnin at least three 
other villages which are still in a 
state of mere endurance. It is a tre- 
mendous proposition for a woman’s 
club to finance the building of a club 
house, but what women have done, 
others may do, and without doubt will 
do. Newton Highlands and Newton- 
ville have made beginnings, but the 
largest club of all. the Community 
Club at Newton will have to get busy 
in the near future if it is to go for- 
ward and fill the place in the commun- 
ity that is awaiting it. Nothing puts 
vitality into a person or into an organ- 
ization like a big task or the sense of 
working together for a common cause. 
By its very geographical position and 
the ease of getting to Boston. Newton 
has much less of the community spirit 
than any of the other parts of the city, 
and. therefore, needs some big com- 
mon interest to awake it from the leth- 
argy of being merely one of Boston’s 
bedrooms. The sooner the Community 
Club can get to work the better.

JOHN HANCOCK MUTUAL LIFE 

Annual Meeting of Policyholders Re- 
elects Officers — Second Rest Year 
of Business Just Finished 

The annual meeting of the policy- 
holders of the John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance Company was held 
Monday. February 12. at its new ad- 
ministration building on Clarendon 
street. Pres. Walton L. Crocker was 
in the chair. 

The principal business transacted 
was the reading of the annual re- 
port for the past year, the election of 
officers and the annual address of 
President Crocker. The present offi- 
cers were reelected, George R. Nut- 
ter of Dunbar, Nutter & McClennen, 
attorneys, and Thomas M. Devlin of 
Devlin Bros., leather dealers, were 
elected to the Board of Directors. 

President Crocker presented the 
60th annual report of the directors, 
summerizing the activities of the past 
year as a record of healthy progress 
and accomplishment. The admitted 
assets as reported to the Massachu- 
setts Insurance Department as of Dec. 
31 last, total $268,075,903, represent- 
ing an increase of $28,382,532 over the 
previous yenr. The ascertained lia 
hilities being $249,095,384 (95 per cent 
of this sum comprising the policy re- 
serve i, there result surplus assets of 
$ 18 , 980 , 618 . 

The new insurance written and 
placed In force in the year was $250,- 
402,524, or an increase of 13 per cent 
over the corresponding item in 1921. 
This is the company’s second best 
year of writings, having been exceed- 
ed only in the somewhat abnormal 
yenr of 1920. The outstanding paid- 
for insurance was brought up to $1,- 
688,847.668, or an increase of 8 per 
cent over the preceding Dec. 31. The 
net income, of which $56,879,460 was 
from premiums and $11,983,877 from 
interest, aggregated $68,863,337. 

Payments to policyholders com- 
prised a total during the year of $25,- 
080,474. These payments averaged 
$83,601 for every working day. 

After paying a warm tribute to the 
“well-ordered, enthusiastic organiza- 
tion working in effective cooperation” 
in the homo office and in the field, 
which now comprises approximately 
12,200 persons, President Crocker said 
jn part: 

“The health of policyholders lias 
increasingly become the concern of 
life insurance administration in gen- 
eral. Your company has recognized 
its proper field of activity here and de- 
sires to manifest its attitude through 
the adoption of all practical means 
of helping to prolong and preserve 
life, 

“the new home office medical lab- 
oratory will furnish an effective base 
from which to pursue future studies 
relating to this desirable cause. As 
an instance of the company’s Inter- 
est in such matters, there may bo 
mentioned our alliance with the Har- 
vard Cancer Commission, and through 
that body, with the Huntington Mem- 
orial Hospital, which has he On most 
admirably equipped for the study and 
treatment of cancer. 


LENTEN INSTITUTE 

Eliot Church began a series of 
Lenten Institute lectures nnd classes 
this Thursday evening. 

Dr. Patton led In the discussion of 
the question, "Should America Re-ns- 
sert her Former Isolation from Europ- 
ean Affairs?” He began by saying that 
It was of supreme importance that the 
right nttitute toward European nffalrs 
be maintained nt the present time. He 
then went on to point out the great 
Importance of examination Into the 
sources of our information In regnrd 
to European affairs. 

The danger points in Europe were 
briefly outlined and attention called to 
the Intensified nationalism brought 
about by the war. 

Before dealing with the question of 
the evening. Dr. Patton reviewed the 
history of our country dealing espec- 
ially with those events In which we 
have co-opernted with other nations, 
such as the affair of the Algerian pir- 
ates. the slave trade, etc. He stated 
that our country kept a squadron on 
the African const to help England In 
putting down the slave traffic. 

In these instances he proved that 
America had not always maintained a 
policy of isolation. He then asked up- 
on what our present policy was based, 
find discussed the question whether 
by remaining out of European effairs 
wo were really doing more good than 
by entering them. 

The conclusion to which he came 
was that it will be impossible, even 
If desirable, for us to remain isolated 
from the affairs of the world. In clos- 
ing he quoted from the “Round Table” 
as follows: “In a world of nations, li 
is the way In which America acts as a 
Nation which counts.” 

Following Mr. Patton Mrs. Mary E. 
Patten of the Emmanuel Church, Bos- 
ton, spoke on “The Principles of Psy- 
chotherapy,” as carried out in Emman- 
uel Church. 

Beginning with the history of the 
movement and its progress during the 
last sixteen years at Emmanuel Church, 
she went on to tell of the kind of cases 
treated and of the methods used. The 
latter she stated, were both spiritual 
and psychological. 

The new psychology recognizes the 
necessity in many cases of re-educa- 
tion in point of view. Many mental 
cases are the result of a distorted 
point of view which must be changed 
if real help is to be effected. 

Two methods are largely used — 
psychoanalysis and suggestion. Exer- 
cises in relaxation and deep breathing 
are often used as a preliminary to 
bring about a receptive mood. The final 
aim is the reconstruction of the indi- 
vidual, the transformation of life from 
inefficiency to efficiency. 

Mrs. Patten especially called atten- 
tion to the fact that the new psychol- 
ogy is not irreligious as is sometimes 
thought, but, on the other hand, great- 
er understanding leads to a deeper 
and truer religion. Prayer and auto- 
suggestion are both acts of faith. Both 
are used at Emmanuel Church. 

She said, in concluding, that there 
are to be a number of public meetings 
at Emmanuel Church for those inter- 
ested in the work beginning with next 
Wednesday evening, Feb. 21, at 7.30. 
She also left a list of hooks which 
would he helpflil In connection with 
the work. Next week another member 
of the Emmanuel Church is to speak 
further of this work.

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NEWTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 

New Credit Bureau formed and an Advertising 
Program Discussed at Recent Meeting 


That the propoHed retail credit re- 
porting bureau for the Mercants of 
Newton will become a reality In the 
near future wur assured Inst Monday 
night nt a dinner meeting of the Mer- 
cantile DIvIhIoii of the Chamber of 
Commerce; when about 40 merchants 
from greater Newton, gathered at the 
JJewton Club, pledged membership In 
nnd support of the credit organization. 

Sharing attention and interest with 
the Credit Bureau was the plan out- 
lined by Secretary Clifton C. Mowry 
of the Chamber for Co-operative adver- 
tizing campaign for Newton merchants 
as the first step of a “Trade In Newton” 
campaign. 

Mr. Mowry spoke in detail .of the 
plans prepared by the Merchants Com- 
mittee for the publication of a weekly 
newspaper devoted solely to local ad- 
vertizing, accompanied by some edu- 
cational trade reading matter, to be 
distributed by mail to eight thousand 
homes In the city of Newton. The plan 
was received in a most enthusiastic 
manner by those present, and both 
members and guests who took part in 
the discussion following the Secre- 
tary’s remarks praised the scheme as 
the most progressive forward looking 
Step advanced for the building up of 
home trade in a long time. It was 
voted by those present to start public- 
ation of the paper as soon as possible. 

The Secretary then spoke of the 
Credit Bureau, telling of a day spent 
•as the guest of Mr. Parker in Taunton 
where they were able to view first 
handed the Taunton Credit Bureau and 
its method of operation. He outlined 
step by step the operations necessary 
to the collection of date, preparation 
( of rating books and all work which 
must be done preliminary to the actual 
opening of the bureau. He also told 
of the approximate cost of operating 
the bureau for one year and how the 
cost would be apportioned among the 
subscribers. 

Mr. Mowry also told of the need of 
patience and wholehearted co operation 
on the part of 1 1».- subscribing mer- 


chants. He was followed by the As- 
sociate Secretary, Wm. M. Stevenson 
who emphasized the point of co-oper- 
ation and explained briefly the methods 
of Credit Bureau operation in some 
other cities. 

The “Commuters Committee” of the 
Chamber, comprising Jas. W. French 
and Elliot B. Church of Newton, Ed- 
ward N. Coding of Newton Centre, E. 
Payson Upham Jr., of Waban, and 
Henry L. Goodman of Auburndale, 
held its initial meeting on February 
6, at the office of the Massachusetts 
State Chamber of Commerce, when 
Mr. French was elected chairman. The 
committee analyzed carefully the pre- 
sent service on the Boston & Albany 
railroad on both the main line and the 
Highland Branch and discussed in- 
formally the service on those lines of 
the Boston Elevated that serve New- 
ton. Several suggestions and criti- 
cisms of present service had been re- 
ceived by the individual members of 
the committee and were submitted for 
consideration. The committee believes 
there are many things thht it can do 
and that many opportunities exist for 
improving the existing service be- 
tween the several Newtons and Bos- 
ton. No effort is to be made to do all 
things at once but rather to approach 
the matter in a more systematic way, 
with a plan to take up a few things at 
a time. The committee has arranged 
to meet in conference next week with 
General Passenger Agent Walter A. 
Barrows of the Boston & Albany Sys- 
tem. at which time it is planned to 
discuss the feasibility of several 
minor changes in service desired by 
the committee and one or two broader 
subjects, one of the most important 
of which is to arrange, if possible, for 
more express train service between 
Boston and Newton Centre.

The Newton High School track team 
won second plnce last Saturday, In 
the Grenter Boston Interscholastic 
meet with a total of 15 points to 19 
for Medford. 

Newton won first place in the 1000 
yurd run, second place In the 45 yard 
hurdles and standing hrond jump and 
received 4 VA points in the team races. 

In the 1000 yard run, Capt, Wesley 
Dicks of Newton won handily. Time 
2m 32s. 

Walter McQuiston for Newton won 
second place in the 45 yard hurdles, 
and Julius Kohler won second place in 
the standing broad jump clearing Oft, 
6% inches only a 14 inch behind the 
winner. 

There were nine senior three-lap 
relay races and all brought out some 
close competition. Naturally the .New 
ton-Medford race, the final one, was 
the one watched with interest and it 
certainly was a thriller. Medford ob- 
tained the lead on the first relay and 
held it until Weeks or .Newton nosed 
out Risman of Medford on the second 
relay. On the third relay Hormel of 
Medford managed to overhaul Duane 
of Newton and turned over a good 
margin to Jim Kelley, his anchor man, 
Walter McQuiston, the Newton anchor, 
managed to come up within striking 
distance of Kelley, but the former at- 
tempted to pass him on one of the cor- 
ners at top speed with the result that 
he had to slow up and that gave the 
Medford High boy his chance.

OAK HILL DEVELOPMENT- 

Board ol Aldermen Hear Arguments by Arnold 
Hartmann lor Street Construction In that Dislrict 


There was little but routine business 
before the aldermen at its regular 
meeting last Monday evening, at which 
every member was present. 

The greater part of the evening was 
taken up In a hearing on the laying 
out of a proposed street at Oak Hill 
under a proposal of Mr. Arnold Hart- 
mann to pay 25% of Its cost. Former 
Senator Thomas Weston represented 
Mr. Hartmann and introduced the 
speakers favorable to the enterprise. 
Mr. Hartmann said that Oak Hill had 
been dormant for many years and 
needed some impetus. It contained 22% 
of the area of Newton and paid but 
2 % of the taxes. The proposed street 
would shorten the distance from the 
Brookline line to the new Charles River 
Country Club by a mile. The layout 
was substantially that suggested by 
the Newton Planning Board. This was 
a main thorofare and Mr. Hartmann 
figured that if he gave the land, sub- 
graded thf? street and paid 25 per cent 
of the cost he was practically paying for 
one-half the improvement. He pre- 
dicted that building this street would 
bring two and a half millions of val- 
uation to the district, yielding $60,- 
000 in taxes each year. 

Mr. A. A. Shurtleff read the vote of 
the Newton Planning Board approving 
Mr. Hartmann's proposition and com- 
mented favorably on the way Mr. 
Hartmann had planned the improve-

Last week at the offices of Sher- 
burne, Needham and Powers in Bos- 
ton, the following eight men were 
elected to the Board of Trustees to 
direct and mnnngo the “Charles D.

Hutchinson, 1904; Charles It. Cnbot, 
1908; Frederick N. Blodgett, 1921; Al- 
fred H. Stafford, 1922. 

Shortly after Mr. Meservo’s death in 
192t, members of the classes from 
1900 to 1920 began to collect funds to 
be used as a memorial to Mr. Me- 
serve’s long and devoted services as 
a teacher in Newton High School. 
Those who have been especially active 
in the creation of this memorial are 
Maynard Hutchinson, ’04, and Frnnk 
A. Day, T3. At present the class of 
1913 leads in subscriptions to the 
Fund. 

All contributors to the Fund who so 
notify the Secretary become members 
of the Charles D. Meserve Corporation. 
The Fund is still open, so that new 
contributors may become members of 
the corporation. The original incor- 
porators are: C. 0. Wellington, '03; F. 
Rogers Thomas, '04; Charles R. Cabot, 
’OS; Frank A. Day, T3; F. Forrest 
Davidson, T6; George Hutchinson, 
and Francis S. Bacon. 

From 1897 to his death In 1921 Mr. 
Meserve was tho Head of the Mathe- 
matics Department in our school. But 
he was far more than that. He was 
the wise councillor and friend of 
very boy In Newton High. From his 
desk in Room 1 radiated kindness and 
inspiration. He was naturally a lead- 
er and lover of boys and probably no 
man in our school ever influenced so 
many boys for good. Since lie was 
always helping boys in every way, 
and especially by aiding them to con 
tinue their education, the interest of 
the Fund will he used to carry on his 
own devoted work. 

To that end, the Board of Trustees, 
will select annually one or more boys 
from the Senior Class of the Newton 
High School to be recipients of schol- 
arships to aid such student or stu- 
dents in obtaining a higher education. 
If in any year it is found there is no 
person qualified to receive a scholar- 
ship, the income will be added to the 
principal. 

The beneficiaries will be selected 
with regard to those qualities which 
best typify the well-rounded char- 
acter which Mr. Meserve so well rec- 
ognized and admired, and with due 
consideration to the financial needs of 
the recipient. • 

It is hoped that the first students 
to receive the Charles D. Meserve 
Scholarship will be chosen next spring 
from the class of 1923. 

HEAVY COST OK SNOW 
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The cost of the snow removal in the 
city of Newton up to last Saturday 
amounted to $43,606. To this amount 
$5477 should be added for snow re- 
moval in December 1922. Street Com- 
missioner George E. Stuart has asked 
for $55,000 in the budget for 1923 for 
snow removal. According to the figures 
in Mr. Stuart's office 56 inches of snow 
have fallen in Newton this year up to 
to February 10. In the Winter of 1919 
1920 more than 70 inches fell in .New- 
ton. and the cost of removal to the 
city was $62,000. 

This year the work of removing the 
snow has been harder than in pre- 
vious years, because of the increase 
in the use of automobiles in the Win- 
ter time. Newton’s main thorough- 
fares, however, have been kept free 
of ruts all Winter. 

At the annual banquet of the city 
employees two weeks ago practically 
every member of the Board of Alder- 
men speaking on the street work in 
Newton mentioned the wonderful con- 
dition of the Newton roads. 

The Street Department has kept 
clear this winter 230 miles of streets 
:tnd 440 miles of sidewalks. Ten auto 
truckplows owned by the city have 
been in constant use. day and night, 
and 10 hired trucks have been in ser- 
vice most of the winter. There have 
been 55 sidewalk plows and 60 horses 
at work and employment has been 
given to 350 men. 

At all times this winter, even in 
the heaviest storms, the Newton 
Hospital road lias been kept open. 
V.'rshimrtrn street, front Newton cor- 
ner to Newton Lower Falls, has been 
kent entirely free of snow the greater 
part of the winter.

Considerable interest was aroused 
this week by the hearing on the bill 
to require a jnil sentence for persons 
convicted of operating an automobile 
while under the influence of liquor. 

Frank A. Goodwin registrar of mo- 
tor vehicles, severely criticised the 
courts for fnlling to properly to en- 
force the laws relating to the oper- 
ating of motor vehicles by persons 
under the influence of liquor. 

“What Is the use of making new 
laws when your courts do not enforce 
the laws written on the statute 
books?” he asked. Continuing he said: 

“Last year there were mote than 
(,ne lpwulred second convictions for 
operating an automobile while under 
the influence of liquor. The law ex- 
pressly provides a jnil sentence. There 
is no alternative. Yet only nineteen 
of those one hundred men went to 
jail. The courts are to blame, and 
when l say the courts I want to par- 
ticularly include the district attorneys. 

There was a ense in Hingham. The 
driver of an automobile, which killed 
two girls on a joy ride, was convicted 
of operating an automobile while he 
was under the influence of liquor and 
he was sentenced to six months in 
jail. He is as free ns the air today. 

That is only one case. 1 can supply 
many more from the records of my 
office. ” 

Mr. Goodwin pointed out that in 
1919, when there were six months of 
prohibition there were only 554 con- 
victions in the State for operating an 
automobile while under the influence 
of liquor. Last year there were 2100 
convictions for driving while drunk, 
he said. "There are not twice as many 
cars now as there were in 1919 and 
you will note that drunkeness has in- 
creased about four-fold. It is imper- 
ative that we- eliminate the drunken 
driver from the highways and streets 
of the Commonwealth. It isn’t a ques- 
tion of more laws, although I person- 
ally favor this proposed one. The 
courts must show the drnken driver 
that regardless of who or what he is 
they will put him in jail as the law 
provides.” 

“The only thing that counts is an 
aroused public opinion to enforce the 
law. 1 am trying to arouse that opin- 
ion. hut I am doing it at the risk of 
having my own official head lopped 
off.” lie declared. 

Representative Symonds told the 
committee that if they decided his 
hill would overtax the capacity of the 
jails his answer in the interests of 
public safety was to build more jilils. 

“I say that the automobile law is 

respecter of persons." said repre- 
sentative Symonds. “The man with 
money, influence or political pull es- 
capes the penalty and fines are no 
penalty to the man who drives a motor 
vehicle while drunk. If he can 
afford to pay for liquor at present 
prices a fine means nothing to him. 

There will be a half million motor 
vehicles operating in this State this 
year. It is urgent that the sober driv- 
ers and pedestrians he given some 
protection.” 

The writer was unsuccessful this 
week in His attempt, to defeat ;t bill 
which will reduce to one year the time 
within which a collector of taxes must 
exercise his lien. 

The present law gives the collector 
two years in \Vhich to collect the tax 
and the reduction of this time to one 
year, will undoubtedly seriously effect 
tax payers who are in hard luck, 
through sickness or other kinds of ad- 
versity. With ample securtiy behind 
the tax hill, with authority to borrow 
money in anticipation of the collection 
of these taxes at a less rate than the 
tax it self hears, there is no good rea- 
son why the tax payer should he fur- 
ther crowded in paying his taxes. 

The committee on Public Health has 
taken adverse action on all hills relat- 
ing to vaccination, making a 50-50 
split between the advocates of further 
extension and those who demand a 
repeal of the compulsory vaccination 
law. 

Mr. Raymond L. Bridgman of Au- 
burndale who has had long service as 
a State House reporter appeared before 
the committee on Constitutional Law 
this week In favor of constitutional 
amendments which would return to 
the former method of cnr.val 'd 0 *'*!' 

Mr. Bridgman pointed out that never 
in recent years has there been so much 
reirtisanship and so little consideration 
of legislation on its merits as there is 
t present.

MEXICAN TREE WITH HANDS 


To the Aztec It Was the Earthly Ex- 
pression of a Dreadful, Al- 
mighty Deity. 

Few instances of the singular fact 
that nature, possibly for protection, re- 
peats In flowers and plants the shape 
or appearance of other objects, are 
more astonishing than the tree with 
hands. The Aztecs in Mexico were so 
much impressed by it that they offered 
it most devout worship. To them the 
Mncpnlxochiquekltl, as they called it 
— “the Hand Flower Tree” — with its 
blood red hands, was the earthly ex- 
pression of u deity, dreadful und al- 
mighty. From the center of each 
bloom there springs a columnar stem 
which accurately represents a human 
arm and wrist, and this breaks into 
five stninejus, which are of a gory hue 
end arranged after Hie manner of the 
human hand, with Its fingers and 
thumb. The very points of these 
vegetable fingers are curved like finger 
tips with overgrown nails. 

The Macpulxochiquekitl has its 
parallel in one of the rarest of plants 
in Japan — the Five-Fingered Orange. 

This dwarf tree, that Is seldom 
more than five feet high, and one of 
the most crooked, grows Its fruit in 
tlie exact: khape of the human hand, 
fingers, thumb and all. It is a partly 
opened hand, and the hard pointed 
nails of the lean, yellow fruit-hand 
are the closest imitation to the nails 
of an aristocratic Chinaman. 


Kangaroo Is a Born Boxer. 

The art of boxing comes naturally 
to the kanguroo. The mother gives 
the young kangaroo his first lessons 
In tills mode of self-defense. After- 
ward the father takes up the teach- 
ing, and with much gentleness and 
pntienee trains him to box. When 
kangaroos box they hack off and rush 
In and prance ubout very skillfully. 
Each one watches for an opportunity 
to strike, and at the same time tries 
to prevent the other from striking. 
They cleverly try to move about so as 
to get the enemy below them on the 
slope of a hill. The resounding blows 
they give with their bind feet can he 
heard far away. The kangaroo tights 
like a gentleman. lie is a good 
sportsman, even when he Is fighting 
with his enemy. The animals strike 
with the flat of the foot, and never 
use against each other their terrible 
ripping cluws.

PREACHES HERE 

— Rev. Dr. W. L. Sporry, Dean of 
the Theological School at Harvard 
University, was a recent prencher at 
tin* Second Church, in West .Newton. 

Dr. Sperry took as IiIh text the first 
two verses of the one hundred and 
twenty first Psalm. In Introducing his 
subject, lie spoke of the expedition of 
the Royal Geographic Society of Eng- 
land in their recent attempt to climb 
the highest mountain in the world, 
Mt. Everest. Until 1849, this peak was 
not known to be the highest mountain 
in the world because of the fact that 
It sits in the midst of a great many 
peaks and is farther away from the 
civilized lowlands than the others. 
This made Mt. Everest seem smaller 
than the other peaks hut in 1849, after 
much triangulating, a mathematician 
sitting in his office with a set of figures 
made tlu* great discovery. 

The ideas and the ideals of life are 
very similar to the fact brought out 
hy this story of the mountain range. 
The idens and ideals of life which are 
near to us seem great, but as we nd- 
vance through the years we find that 
the idea of God, which is afar, is yet 
the greatest of nil. 

We are coming to the time of Lent, 
this is the time when wo should give 
ourselves much religious thinking 
about God. The hope of the world to- 
day comes from the lives of men nnd 
women who are giving some of their 
waking hours to thinking about God. 

“Let me present to you” said Dr. 
Sperry, "one of the thoughts about God 
which comes as a sentence from Leo 
Tolstoy, ’the most important thing in 
life is for man to unite with man and 
•the worst thing in life is for man to 
go apart from one another.’ ” Friend- 
ship is the one great human compen- 
sation for living. This will apply not 
only to the business of life but to the 
play in life. The greatest athletes find 
as the game develops that the great 
result of being an athlete is soeial, 
that is, the making of friends on his 
own team and on the team opposing. 

We must view with grave concern 
when we notice races and industrial 
classes pulling apart and with joy any-, 
thing which tends to bring races ana 
groups ot men together. One of our 
mottos of living should he. "Draw near 
to your fellow beings.” 

Usually a third person or a third 
thing is necessary to the making of 
friendship. It cannot he made in the 
way in which young Blodgett from 
Missouri tried to make it at Oxford. 
Said Blodgett to the young English- 
man, “My name is Blodgett and I come 
from Missouri" as he stepped with 
hand extended in friendship to the stu- 
dent. But the Englishman only replied 
“I say, how very unusual." In New 
England the third term which brings 
in the possibility of friendship seems 
to he the weather. This gives us some- 
thing to talk about and probably ac- 
counts for our preference to New Eng- 
land rather than Southern California 
at this time of year. Books and people 
whom others have known often help 
and certainly our colleges In the coun- 
try as a whole serve as great sociali- 
zing bodies. 

There nre, however, at the present 
time in the world, hundreds of thou- 
sands of human beings with hatred In 
’heir hearts who have deeply sworn 
that they will never have anything to 
do for the rest of their lives with those 
who have been their enemies. This 
means literally a world of closed 
hearts and of closed minds. What are 
you going to do with those people who 
take the attitude of the waiter who 
was serving an Englishman in a restau- 
rant in Munich. His order was given 
in the English tongue and the waiter 
quickly noticing this, with a curl of 
his Up returned "I never serve an 
enemy of tlie Fatherland," and quickly 
turned on his heel to go. Here is the 
great difficulty of getting people to- 
gether. 

The great hope must come during 
our Lenten season. There is one idea 
that is big enough und that is the idea 
of God. There are those human beings 
whom you cannot possibly get at In 
any way save from the summits of 
God’s highest mountains, through 
thinking constantly about God. The 
nroblem of human sorrow is solved 
even as mountainous feuds may he 
broken hy deep nnd Godlv thoughts

Attention has already been drawn 
in this column to the bill which the 
Newton Federation of Woman’s Clubs 
has introduced into the Legislature 
this year. This bill grew out of a 
case brought to the attention of the 
Federation by the Secretary of the 
Welfare Bureau. It provides “at the 
trial of a complaint or indictment for 
any crime involving moral turpitude, 
where a minor under seventeen years 
of age is the person upon whom or 
against whom the crime is alleged to 
have been committed, the court shall 
exclude the general public from the 
court room, admitting only such per- 
sons as may have a direct interest in 
the case.” Judge Cabot at the meeting 
last week spoke in hearty approval of 
the measure, which has also received 
the support of many welfare organ- 
izations. The hearing upon this bill 
is set for next Wednesday, February 
28, at 10.30 A. M. in Room 222, before 
the Joint Judiciary committee. *The 
Legislative committee of the Federa- 
tion earnestly hopes that many Feder- 
ation members will be there to sup- 
port the measure. It is one thing to 
support such a measure in the quiet 
of the home executive hoard meeting, 
but quite another to put it through 
the General Court. Unless the women 
turn out at the hearing, the commit- 
tee will have no way of knowing that 
we are in earnest.

The lecturer said the "Red Army” 
was a very real army under splendid 
control as was demonstrated by tin 
lute repulse of the Poles, and there 
was little possibility of a revolution in 
Russia, today because of its efficiency. 

In her revolutionary methods of 
government, Russia made no distinc 
tion of typi s of minds and has con- 
vincingly proved the inequality of 
im a in their mental capacities. This

Newton Federation 

Last Thursday’s meeting of the New- 
ton Federation has set a standard for 
future meetings, which program com- 
mittees will find difficult to maintain 
That the club women appreciate live 
topics of the day and are really inter- 
ested in what is going on at the State 
House was fully bourne out by the 
audience which comfortably filled the 
large auditorium of the Newton Cen- 
tro Woman’s Club new club house 
both morning and afternoon at a time 
when traveling conditions were par- 
ticularly bad and the weather exceed- 
ingly cold. 

Mrs. Ellis Spear, Jr., president of 
the hostess club, greeted the guests in 
the name of her club, and turned the 
meeting over to the Federation presi- 
dent, Mrs. Ralph C. Henry. After the 
singing of the State Song, “America 
the Beautiful,*’ Mrs. Abbott Rice, 
chairman of the Legislative commit- 
tee, took charge of the morning. Ow- 
ing to illness Mrs. Winona Pinkham, 
of the Massachusetts Civic League, 
supplied at a moment’s notice the 
place of Mr. Frank Brierly, who had 
expected to speak on behalf of the bill 
relative to the examination, classifica- 
tion, and treatment of convicted pris- 
oners. The object of this bill is to 
find the causes of the criminal acts 
and to provide such specialized treat- 
ment as shall best protect society from 
their criminal acts and offer the best 
hope Gf their reformation. Careful 
physical and mental examinations 
which are not made except in certain 
instances by the county institutions 
are provided for. The records will be 
available for all who need to use them, 
and convicted persons would be clas- 
sified according to the results of these 
examinations. The stale can pro- 
vide opportunities for education and 
for university extension courses and 
for trade training, which are impos- 
sible for the counties on account of 
the smaller numbers. A unified sys- 
tem has been advocated since 1870, 
and by successive governors in their 
inaugurals. 

Alfred L. Cutting, chairman of the 
Middlesex County commissioners, pre- 
sented the side* advocated by county 
officials, namely, that there is danger 
in concentrating the power in the 
hands of one man, a political ap- 
pointee, that there is also danger in 
taking away power from the local 
government and centralizing it upon 
Beacon Hill. He felt that the sher- 
iffs are using humane treatment, that 
such a law is unnecessary, since there 
is already one which calls for examin- 
ations of every person convicted for 
30 days or more, and reminded his 
audience that there is a public to be 
protected as well as a prisoner to be 
reformed. Mrs. Pinkham in a re- 
joinder stated that at present 52 per 
cent of those convicted are repeaters, 
and that the object of the present bill 
is to prevent this thing. 

John Hull, House chairman of the 
Judiciary committee, reviewed the jury 
system, going into its early history, 
and discussed the matter of jury ser- 
vice for women. Wyoming assumed 
upon giving tlie*vote to women that 
they would automatically be expected 
to serve, some of the- other states have 
likewise, but in Massachusetts it has 
been ruled that a special act must be 
passed, as in the case of allowing 
them to hold office. He feels that at 
present there is no great demand for 
it either on the part of women nor 
of the men, but that it is bound to 
come in time. He distinguished be- 
tween rights and duties, saying that 
voting is a right, a privilege, a moral 
duty, but not yet a legal duty. Service 
on a jury is also a right and a privi- 
lege. which he trusted women would 
not seek, but when it comes that they 
accept it as a duty. 

Hon. B. Loring Young discussed the 
proposed Child Labor Amendment to 
the United States constitution, saying 
that all legislation which lias been 
proposed had proved unconstitutional 
and that something is need to protect 
the mills of the North with State laws 
prohibiting child labor from the mills 
of the South where the laws are less 
stringent. 

Turning to the, equality hill of the 
National Woman’s Party, Mr. Young 
pointed out some of the weak points 
and hidden dangers, such as laws com- 
pelling husbands to support their 
wives, concession allowed women In 
the settling of estates, the right to 
mothers’ pensions, laws for the regu- 
lation of the minumum wage and 
hours of labor for women in industry, 
these would all lie destroyed were this 
blanket equality bill to lie passed. 
Certain concessions are made to wom- 
en and should he because she is the 
child-bearer of the nation. We can’t 
change the laws of God and of nature 
by passing legislation on Beacon Hill. 
This measure bristles with legal ques- 
tions that would fill our courts for 
generations to come, and it would 
means a transfer jurisdiction from tin* 
State to Washington.

ALL INSURANCE RECORDS 
BROKEN 


The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company broke all records in amount 
of business done in the year 1922, ac- 
cording to a report published today. 
The amount of new business placed 
on the books exceeded the phenomen- 
al year of 1920 and was far in ex- 
cess of what had been done in 1921. 
The Officers of the Company believe 
that this certainly reflects improved 
business conditions. 

Particularly significant is the fact 
that Industrial insurance, which is 
taken largely by wage earners and 
their families, had such a great vol- 
ume. The total amount of Indus- 
trial insurance placed during the year 
was over $775,000,000. The investment 
situation is also good. The income of 
the Company increased by over thir- 
ty-eight and a half million dollars that 
of 1921, reaching the total of $340,- 
fi5S,301. The assets of the Company 
increased $144,267,300 and at the end 
of the year stood at $1,259,850,325. The 
mortality increased somewhat as com- 
pared with the previous year, and the 
total number of claims paid was 3G5,

day. 

Along with this great increase on 
the business side, the welfare work 
done by the Company, in behalf of the 
health of its Industrial policyholders, 
kept pace. Metropolitan nurses made 
more than two million free visits to 
sick Industrial policyholders, bring- 
ing the total number made since this 
service was inaugurated to over six- 
teen million. The Company has dis- 
tributed altogether two hundred and 
seventy-two million booklets and pam- 
phlets giving hints on hygiene and 
prevention of disease and this, in co- 
operation with the general activities 
which are widening each year on the 
part of all official and semi-official 
health organization, has resulted in 
extending the life expectancy among 
Industrial policyholders by eight and 
one-half years since 1911.

Naturalist Telia How They 8et Free 
Their Fellows When He 
Imprisoned Them. 

An eminent naturalist, while wntch- 
Ing a column ol' foraging ants, one 
day, placed a small stone on one of 
them to secure it. The next that ap- 
proached, on discovering the situation 
of its associate, ran hack in an excited 
manner and communicated with the 
others, when all rushed to the rescue. 

Some hit at the stone and tried to 
move it, others seized the prisoner by 
the legs and tugged with a force which 
threatened to separate them from its 
body ; but they persevered until they 
got the captive free. 

Interested by this evidence of Intel- 
ligence, the naturalist next covered one 
of the ants with a piece of elay, leav- 
ing only the ends of Its antennae pro- 
jecting. It was soon discovered by its 
fellows, who set to work immediately 
and by biting off pieces of the clny 
soon liberated It. 

On another occasion a very few ants 
were passing along at intervals. One 
of these wns confined under a piece of 
clay a little distance from the trail, 
with its head projecting. Several ants 
went by without seeing it, but at last 
it was discovered by a sharp-eyed 
friend thnt at once undertook to pull 
It out. Falling in this it Immediately 
hurried off for assistance, and soon re- 
turned with a dozen or more compan- 
ions, all evidently fully Informed of 
the circumstances of the case, for they 
made directly for their imprisoned 
comrade, and shortly set him free. 

Can such actions be regarded as In- 
stinctive? They seem rather to he the 
result of sympathy, the ants rendering 
to their fellows such assistance ns man 
Is in the habit of rendering to his kind.

Cover the Underside of Each Arm 
and Are Withdrawn Inside 
Skin When He Rests. 

The stnrflsh is one of the commonest 
of sen-shore creatures. If you pick 
one out of his pool and place him in n 
vessel full of salt water, you will soon 
find thnt he Is beginning to walk. The 
underside of each arm is covered with 
an immense number of tiny feet. 
When the starfish is at rest all these 
feet are drawn up inside his skin, but 
as soon as he wants to move he 
pushes them out in all directions. Each 
of them has a little sucker at its end. 

He makes very good use of these 
suckers when he comes across ids 
favorite food, an oyster, or some other 
shell fish. He climbs onto the shell 
and entwines his arms around it. 
Every sucker takes a firm hold, and 
then he begins to pull. The oyster 
pulls against him, but usually the 
starfish manages in the end to make 
liini open his shell a fraction* of an 
Inch. As soon as this happens, he 
‘squirts into tb.- shell a quantity of 
poison, which has the effect of para- 
lyzing the muscle which holds It shut. 
And the starfish dines at his leisure. 
Some fishermen are so annoyed when 
they pull up a starfish that they tear 
him in two. But each of the torn 
halves soon shoots out new limbs and 
becomes a complete starfish.
